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PREFACE. 



This work is a private enterprise, not undertaken for gain or re- 
muneration, but because it is work such as would not probably be done 
if I did not do it ; and because it is a preservation of facts which may 
otherwise be lost. 

It has grown, by slow degrees, from a pamphlet of fifty pages, 
with five hundred epitaphs, to a book of 250 pages, with some 2500 
epitaphs ; and instead of a history of one grave yard, as originally con- 
templated, we have the history and epitaphs, with plans, of ten grave 
yards, and of one grave-yard entire, without a plan, and additions from 
private yards. 

We now present a complete list of all epitaphs in all old public 
grave-yards commenced before 1800, with plans and with some account 
of the old grave yards of the three towns of West Bridgewater, Bridge - 
water and East Bridgewater, including all monuments in those yards, 
down to the present lime, and also, most of the epitaphs in private and 
small-pox yards. 

The labor has been much greater than was anticipated. Several 
persons have been employed to copy inscriptions, and to locate and 
number monuments on the plans. Mr. Joshua E. Crane, Jr., has done 
most of this work in Bridgewater, and Walter M. Swift and Henry Har- 
•low have done the most of it in West Bridgewater and East Bridge- 
water. 

We are much indebted to Mitchell's History of Bridgewater for 
the notes within parenthesis added to Epitaphs ; to Walter L. K'feith, 
for the use of his plate of the Keith coat of arms ; and to Bradford 
Kingman, Esq., for original sketches drawn by him especially for this 
work, of the Edson & Keith Tombs at page 18, and also for views of 
the houses of Rev. James Keith, opposite page 238. 
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Eight of these plans are drawn from actual survey of the premises, 
giving courses and distances ; and two of them, the Powder-house and 
Jerusalem yards, are drawn from measurment of the outside line, giv- 
ing their distances, and general coures. 

We have used our utmost endeavors to make this work accurate 
and reliable, for in that lies the value of a work of this kind ; but that 
is next to impossible, for errors will creep in, and the next best thing 
we can do is to be honest, and publish a full list of errors, with cor- 
rections, that have come to our knowledge, after a long, close and 
careful examination and comparison of inscriptions, copies, proof- 
sheets and printed text. 

In all of these burial-places, the graves generally head west and 
foot east, or nearly so. In all indexes, when age is given, it is set 
down and called forty-nine years old, when it is stated that the person 
died '^ in the fiftieth year of his age," or ** in his fiftieth year," or 
words to that effect ; and in that way the age is reckoned and stated in 
all periods of life.

The Old Grave-yard in West Bridge vvater, on the east side of 
Taunton Road, leading from Mill River to Mile Brook Bridge, now 
called South Street, was originally one acre of land, and about forty 
years ago was enlarged by an addition of land on the north and east 
sides, to its present form and quantity, to wit: nearly a triangle, and 
containing one acre, one quarter and eleven rods of land, then making 
a carriage way on the northerly and easterly side, as appears by the 
plan hereto annexed, made from an actual survey of the premises, 
and then enclosing the whole ground with a stone wall, as now appears. 

Some ten years ago the ground had become grown over to bushes, 
trees, wild grass and weeds, the stones covered with moss, and out of 
position. A subscription was raised, the ground was dug over, graded 
and smoothed, the headstones cleaned and righted, the footstones re- 
moved to the back side of the headstones, and otherwise disposed of, 
so that the ground is now in comfortable condition for mowing, and for 
being kept in good order in the future. 

There is but one reference to this ground as a grave-yard in the old 
records, and that is its grant by the Proprietors of Bridgewater for a 
burial-place, and is found in the first volume of said Proprietors' Rec- 
ords at the top of page 153, in the hand-writing of Samuel Allen, who 
was the second Town and Proprietors' Clerk, from 1683 to 1702, and 
is in these words, under the head of " Edward Fobes : '*' 

"more, one aker and half and one aker for a burying 
place, liing at the hed of this aker and half liing at the 
hedofhistow house lot that hee bought of John Gary, 
bounded at the hed by tow red ok or black oke saplings." 
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There is no date to this grant or record. It was without doubt after 
1683, as Mr. Allen was not clerk till December 1683. The record on 
the preceding page, 152, under the head of "The lands of Edward 
Fobes in the Township of Bridgewater, both uplands and meadow," is 
in the hand-writing of John Gary, the first Town and Proprietors' Clerk, 
from the first settlement of the town in 165 1, to the day of his death, 
October 31, 1681. Dea. Edward Fobes, son of John Fobes, an orig- 
inal proprietor, then lived where Dwelly Fobes now lives, and owned 
two house or garden lots, 24x80, 12 acres, bounded west by Samuel 
Edson, and east by road to Taunton, being the present road by his 
house and the burying-place, and the two house lots, 24x80, referred to 
in this record as bought of John Gary, mean the two house lots oppo- 
site the dwelling house of said Edward Fobes, now Dwelly Fobes, 
bounded east by John Ames, and west by the road aforesaid, which 
two house lots last named were owned, occupied and lived upon by 
John Gary, Jr., son of the old and first Town Glerk, who moved to 
Bristol, then a part of -the Old Golony of Plymouth, and now in Rhode 
Island, and said Gary, Jr., of Bristol, sold and conveyed said two house 
lots to said Edward Fobes by deed dated July 7,' 1683, recorded in Plym- 
outh Registry, book 20, page 123. The acre and half mentioned in 
said record lay at the head of these two house lots, and the one acre, 
referred to for a burying-place, lay at the head of the one acre and half, 
and is the present burying-ground, except the additions made some 
forty years ago, as above stated. This ground was probably not used 
at all for a burying-place till after its grant for that purpose, and the 
grant was not made till after July 7, 1683, and may not have been for 
some years after, that. 

The epitaphs fail to show that this ground was used much, if any, 
for the burial of persons living and dying in other parts of the town, 
afterward known as South, East and North Precincts. According to 
grave-stone account Dea. Samuel Edson died 1692, his wife 1699, 
Rev. James Keith's first wife 1705, he 17 19, all buried in this yard 
near each other. The next five persons having grave-stones and buried 
here are a child of Doct. Perkins, 1720, a child of George Williams, 
1721, Hannah, wife of Gomfort Willis, 1723, ae 64, Martha Fobes, 1725, 
ae 6, and Joseph Keith, 1730, ae 55, said Joseph Keith being the only 
one of the nine children of Rev'. James Keith, the exact date of whose 
birth is known. He was no doubt born February 14, 1675, ^^ stated 
on his grave-stone, and died September 27, 1730. 
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A memoir of Royal Keith, with annals of the Keith family of Scot- 
land, a. pamphlet of 24 pages, was published at Boston 1873, ^V C. E. 
Keith, & Co., in which memoir on the 7th page is given an account of the 
birth of the children of the Rev. James Keith, putting down the exact 
date of the birth of each of his nine children, naming them in the or- 
der in which they are named in Mitchell's History of Bridgewater, as 
follows : 

"James Keith, born December 5, 1669; 

Joseph Keith, " November 8, 167 1 ; 

Samuel Keith, " December 20, 1673 ; 

Timothy Keith, " April 3, 1675 > 

John Keith, " October 4, 1676 ; 

Josiah Keith " December 25, 1678 ; 

Margaret Keith, " November 2, 1682 ; 

Mary Keith, " April 3, 1684 ; 

Susanna Keith, " March 10, 1687.'' 

This account of the dates of the births of these children is believed 
to be wholly incorrect, without authority, and was altogether conjectu- 
ral. Two of the three daughters, and four of the six sons of Minister 
Keith, lived and died in Bridgewater. These four sons have grave- 
stones, giving the date of their deaths and ages, and one of them, said 
Joseph Keith, giving the exact date of his birth, as welf as his death, 
as before stated. The other three sons have grave-stones reading as 
follows : 

I. Samuel " died February 3, 1759 in the 82 year of his age.'' He 
was buried in Scotland, part of the South Precinct of 
old Bridgewater. 

2.' Timothy "died November 8, 1767, aged 84." Buried in Cam- 
pello, part of North Precinct, now Brockton. 

3. John "died June ii, 1761 in the 73rd year of his age." Bur- 
ied in the Old Yard, South Precinct, now Bridgewater. 

There is no record of the birth or death of the other five children of 
Rev. James Keith, who have no grave-stones. Two of his daughters 
lived and died in Bridgewater, now West Bridgewater. James died in 
Mendon, Josiah died in Easton, and Margaret probably died in Reho- 
both. Their births and deaths are unknown except as before errone- 
ously stated in that memoir, which is incorrect and unreliable, if grave- 
stones tell the truth. 
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There were but one monument in this ground before 1700, six before 
1730, thirty-seven before 1750, and one hundred and seventy-Jtour be- 
fore 1800, and three hundred and four all told, down to the present 
time. 

This old yard has not been much used for a burial-place for the last 
thirty years or more, and only two interments have been made for the 
last ten years. There is now in this yard one tomb on the north side of 
the ground called the Baxter tomb, and now owned by Withington 
Caldwell ; and there are three tombs near the middle of the yard, be- 
longing, one to the heirs of Benjamin B. Howard, deceased ; one to the 
the heirs of Judge Daniel Howard, deceased; and one to the heirs of 
Charles Howard and Wm. Ames, deceased ; all built about 1824. None 
of these tombs have any occupants. 

Where were the dead buried for upward of thirty years previous to 
the use of this grave-yard, which was not used till after 1683 .'* 

The first notice of any other burying-place is to be found in the Propri- 
etors' Records, Vol. I, at the bottom of page 248, in the hand-wTiting of 
Samuel Allen, Proprietors' Clerk, made in the year 1689, under the 
head of " The lands of John Field both upland and meadow land hear 
in the Towne of Bridgewater." It is as follows : 

" more on acre and halfe joying to the westerly side of 
his land liing on the north side of Meeting House, ranging 
all along the side of his land, being foure pole wide in 
breadth bounded in the corner next the Meeting House 
and Thomas Snell's land by a stone pitched into the ground 
and so running all the length of his land to the highway as 
it goes to Sandy Hill with allowance for highway on line 
beside said four pole and the burying place j /:o | 
for those naibors y* have made choise of it." ( " ) 

The next reference to any burying-place found in the old records, is 
in the first volume of the West Precinct Record, at the bottom of page 
5, in the hand-writing of Nathaniel Brett, Precinct Clerk, and is as fol- 
lows : 

" At a meeting of the West Precinct in Bridgewater, 
November 26, 1729, the Precinct past a clear vote for build- 
ing a new Meeting House at the burying place to y® north- 
ward of the center of travel." 

I have no doubt the burying-place referred to in these two records of 
1689 and 1729 are one and the same place, and is where the Rev.' 
Richard Stone in 1835, and Mr. Edward Capen in 1845, ^"§ the eel- 
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lars for their houses, and land between and adjacent thereto. When 
the cellars were dug several graves, human bones and remains of cof- 
fins were found in each of these cellars, which are about eight rods 
apart, and there is a tradition in the neighborhood that a certain negro 
was buried under an apple tree then and there near by standing, show- 
ing the burying-place to have occupied forty or fifty square rods of 
ground. 

The meeting-house referred to in the first record was the second 
meeting-house built in Bridgewater, 1674, enlarged 1694, and taken 
down 1731, and was then, 1689, standing where the Three Decker was 
built, 1731, and taken down 1823, and where the Soldiers' Monument 
now stands, built in 1879. John Field then lived where Jonathan 
Howard now lives, and Snell's land was where the old Byram Tavern 
House now stands. 

The burying-place, referred to in the second record above, was no 
doubt the ground on the east side of the Boston road from the mett- 
ing-house to Sandy Hill, opposite to the dwelling-house of the late 
Gamaliel Howard. The centre of the travel means the centre of the 
travel of all the rateable inhabitants of West Precinct, for the purpose of 
locating the new meeting-house which they were desirous to build, and 
which was built 1731. 

The Precinct in 1728 voted to build a new meeting-house in the cen- 
tre of travel of all rateable inhabitants of West Precinct, and chose a 
committee to measure and find out the centre. No report is to be found 
and it does not appear where that centre was ; then comes the vote of 
November 26, 1729, above cited. Next comes the vote of December 
^4, 1729, to set it at the west end or near the old house, giving ihe 
names of forty-eight persons voting for it, and finally, after many par- 
ish meetings, and an appeal to the Legislature, it was voted, June 8, 
1 73 1, to set the meeting-house at the west end of the old house, accord- 
ing to the order and recommendation of the Great and General Court, 
and to pull down the old house to make room for the new one. 

No other grave-yard north of this plgjce is known to have existed at 
this time, 1689 to 1729, and I should judge the centre of the travel to 
be south of these premises. There were but few settlements at this 
time, 1729, in the north part of the town. 

A few graves have been found in the field and ground south of Fran- 
cis E. Howard's house, on the west side of the Boston road from Ben- 
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jamin Howard's house to the house of said Francis, and there were» 
within the memory of man, graves with natural stones, without inscrip- 
tion, within the limits of the highway, but west of the line of travel, at 
this place, and there is a tradition in the neighborhood of some burials 
here ; but nothing definite or certain is known of its being a burying 
place of much extent, though it appears to have been, probably, the 
first burying-place in Bridge water, and that opposite the house of Ga- 
maliel Howard the second, and that on the east side of Taunton road to 
be the third. This first yard, probably not much used after the third 
yard was established, in 1683 or later. This first yard is situated about 
half-way between the house of Rev, James Keith, built 166 1, enlarged 
1677, ^"^ "^w owned and occupied by George M, Pratt, and the sup- 
posed site of the first meeting-house, built in 166 1, taken down 1674, 
and which probably stood on the west side of the old Boston road south 
of Francis E. Howard's house, or on the north side of the old road lead- 
ing froni the Green, or soldier's monument, westerly, and north of the 
houses of Francis Perkins and Jonathan Howard, and by the house of 
Samuel Packard, now gone, to the Boston road north of the old How- 
ard Tavern House, now gone. This old road, probably the first made 
upon the bank of the river, was straight from point to point, and was al- 
lowed to be "stopped up by John Howard and John Field, 1710, and 
turned down the lane " on the bank of the river as now used for a 
highway in front of Jonathan Howard's house; but the first meeting- 
house most likely stood near the first burying ground. 

The settlement of Bridgewater commenced 165 1, and began near 
Coaster's Kitchen, and extended eastwardly, on the banks of Town 
River, with such paths and ways, running mostly east and west, from 
one house to another, on each bank of the river, as were needed for 
their personal convenience, until 1668, seventeen years after their first 
location, when a jury of twelve men of Bridgewater were impannelled, 
and laid out four roads for public convenience, two of them starting 
from the meeting house of 1661, wherever situated, one toward Boston, 
and one toward 1 aunton, and two other roads branching off from these 
two roads above named — one. at Sandy Hill, towards Plymouth, and 
one at the head of Edward Fobes' two house lots, towards the Great 
Meadows. 

It was a practice in old times to have the meeting house, the grave- 
yard, and the minister's house close together, especially the two first ; 
and if the ground south of Francis E. Howard's was a burikl-place dur- 
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ing the first thirty or more years of this settlement, it would be near the 
meeting-house and minister's house, whether we assume the first meeting- 
house to have been located east of the Boston road, near the Samuel 
Packard house as heretofore suggested, or we assume that it stood on 
the west side of that road south of F. K Howard's house. 

We fail to find grave-stones prior to 1700, with one exception, and 
very few prior to 1740, and we are unable to find other record evidence 
that either of these two places were used for burial ; although it is highly 
probable that they were both burial-places during the first thirty years, 
and occasionally used for some time afterwards. 

The Boston, Plymouth and Taunton road, through West Bridge- 
water, laid out by a jury of twelve men, 1668, has always been under- 
stood to be the ro^d leading from Mile Brook Bridge, by the old bury- 
ing-ground, Dwelly Fobes's house, over Town River, by the houses of 
Benjamin and Francis E. Howard, by the present meeting-house, and 
by the house of the late Gamaliel Howard, to Sandy Hill, north of the 
late Jonathan Copeland's house. 

Each of these roads starts from the meeting-house. The Plymouth 
and Boston is one road, from the meeting house to Sandy Hill ; and 
the Taunton road runs from the meeting-house to John Haward's, and 
thence over the river to Mile Brook Bridge (meaning the old tavern 
house of the first John Howard). This meeting-house, being the first 
meeting- house in old Bridgewater, stood on the Boston and Taunton 
road, through Bridgewater, and probably on the west side of it, be- 
tween the houses of sjiid Benjamin and Francis E. Howard. 

Grave-yards grow, decay, disappear and are soon forgotten. Grave- 
stones were expensive and difficult to be obtained. Native flat stones, 
set in the ground edgewise, at the head and foot of graves, were suffi- 
cient to identify the resting places of friends for the time being, and 
graves during the memory of man were recognized ; but after the lapse 
of a few generations, and long ago becoming unknown, have beeh de- 
molished, stones removed and ground levelled and smoothed. There 
are but few grave-stones with inscriptions thereon during the first one 
hundred years after the settlement of Bridgewater. The earliest stones 
were generally for young children, and there is much doubt and un- 
certainty what yard, or in what part of the yard, the first settlers were 
buried, or when burial-places were first established, who gave the land, 
or how right of burial was acquired. 

In order to locate and number the grave-stones, and to aid in find- 
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ing grave-stones, we have divided the ground into six sections, num- 
bered A to E, each section, except A and F, being 64 feet wide. 
The line between section A and B begins 42 feet southerly from the 
north-west corner of the grave-yard, and runs nearly an east course to 
the northeast corner of the yard. As seen upon the plan, figures repre- 
sent grave-stones, and all graves head west and foot east. 

We begin at the west end of Section A, and go easterly, and locate 
and number each head-stone, the first stone i, the next 2, the next 3, 
and so on until we locate and number all stones in that section, which 
amount to thirty-three stones. We then go into Section B, at the east- 
erly end, and go westerly locating each stone, and numbering the first 
stone 34, next 35, and so on, until we get to the west end of section B, 
the last number in that section being 132. We then go into the west 
end of Section C, and locate and number the first stone 133, and go 
easterly, numbering all stones until we get to the easterly end of Sec- 
tion C, number 189, and so through all the sections, numbering all 
stones, and finding, in the whole, 304 stones, counting each monument 
for Edson, Keith, Angier and Reed as one stone, and excluding the 
four tcunbs.

Seventeen years 
practice at the bar with fidelity, integrity and ability established his 
reputation, and improved his fortune, but too fatally injured his consti- 
tution in the meridian of life, ^y a lingering and insurable malady.

The Powder House Grave-yard, in West Bridgewater, is on the 
north side of the Plymouth road, leading from the old Bay road, by the 
old King house; contains forty-three square rods; is 205 feet long on said 
road, east and west; ninety-six feet back, north and south; has two 
entrances for carriages on said road — one at each end of the yard, and ' 
was used for a burying-place as early as 1747. 

About forty -two or forty-three years ago it was enlarged by taking 
in a narrow strip of land from one to two rods wide on three sides, 
when the wall and fence now there was made, and all done by the town 
of West Bridgewater. 

The oldest burials in this yard are Abigail, dau. of Josiah Snell, died 
May 13, 1747, ae 8, her sister Mary dying May 27, the same year, ae 11, 
Rhoda Packard, a child, dying April 4, 1750, Israel Packard, April 20, 
1752, ae 35, and Josiah Snell, grandfather of the first two children above 
named, dying April 4, 1753, ae 78 ; only five persons being buried here 
before 1760, twenty-three dying in course of ten years after 1780, and 
seventeen between 1800 and 18 10; and only two interments have been 
made since 1848 — Edward Snell, June 8, 185 1, ae 54, and Linthea 
Snell, April 5, 1859, aged 64. Of the ninety-nine persons having let- 
tered grave-stones in this yard, thirty-four bore the name of Snell ; 
seventeen, Packard ; eleven, Hayward ; nine, Richards. There are 
but few graves without lettered stones.' All stones face south. This 
ground has not been worked upon, or levelled off so as to obliterate the 
resting places of those persons who have no lettered head-stones. No 
deed or ancient manuscript of these premises, or of any part thereof, 
is. known to exist. 

Ebenezer Copeland, 'Sen., grandfather of the present James Cope- 
land, of West Bridgewater, lost seven of his family between Jan. 7 and 
Mch. II, 1800. His wife and five children and his son's wife, all died 
of typhoid fever, to wit: James, d. Jan. 7^ 1800, aged 25 ; Ruth d. Feb. 
6, 1800, aged 14; Abby Godfrey d. Feb. 19, 1800, aged 48 ; Molly d. 
Feb. 24, 1800, aged 12 : Rachel d. Feb. 25, 1800, aged 18 ; Betsey d. 
Mch. 6, 1800, aged 24; Mehitable Snell, wife of Eben, Jr., Mch. 11, 
1800, aged 25. 
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They were all buried on the south side of the road opposite this bur- 
ial-ground. Jonathan Copeland, father of Ebenezer, Sen., was buried 
on the south side of this road, 1790, aged 90, being the first Copeland 
that died in Bridgewater. In 1801 this Ebenezer, Sen., built a tomb 
on the south side of the road, and had these bodies all put into that 
tomb. Another tomb was buill on this side of the road by Dea. Jos- 
eph Kingman and his brother Jonathan, about 18 19, and shortly after 
a third tomb was built on this spot by Hezekiah Copeland. 

In i860 all the bodies in these tombs were removed to the Pine Hill 
cemetery, and the tombs were taken away, and the road was then 
widened. Ebenezer Copeland, Sen., owned the land where these 
tombs were located, formerly Dea. Brett's land, and Nathan Snell 
owned the land on the north side of the road. Probably his father, 
Josiah Snell, grandson of Thomas Snell, one of the first settlers, and 
greatest landholder in old Bridgewater, gave the original lot for burial. 

There is a tradition that one or more persons were buried on Sandy 
Hill, on the west side of the old Bay road, nearly opposite the house 
of Elihu Leonard, which stands upon the site and very cellar of the 
old Brett house, which was owned and occupied successively by 
father and son. In taking earth from this hill, to make the new road 
where the willows now grow, one place, having some appearance of an 
old grave, was found ; but, if it was ever much used for burial, they 
would have discovered more evidence of its having been used for that 
purpose. 

It is not known where the old town clerk, Dea. Nathaniel Brett, 
Sen., and wife, Sarah, were buried. She died 1737; he died 1740;

Place in West Bridgewater. 

N. Brett, Jr., deacon and fourth town clerk from 1736 to his death, 
1779, was probably buried in this yard on the east side of his second 
wife, Mary Brett^s grave.

The Jerusalem Grave-yard is on the west side of the road leading 
from the almshouse to Jerusalem, in West Bridgewater, and was estab- 
lished as early as 1749 ; contains thirty-three square rods ; is 150 feet 
on said road, running north and south, and extending back sixty-four 
feet east and west ; has thirty-six lettered grave-stones, and some half a 
dozen graves unmarked except by native flat stone without inscription ; 
graves head east ; foot west ; and all stones facing east. 

The Rev. John Burr, aged 61, and Dr. Abiel Howard, aged 72, were 
buried here in 1777. The first two persons buried here were Mary 
Hayward, a child, died June 15, 1749; and John Howard, a child, 
died 1753 ; and the last two persons buried here were Jonathan Hay- 
ward, died April 30, 1824, aged 88 ; and Charity Howard, died Dec. 
4, 1829, aged 82. Twelve of the thirty-six persons having grave-stones 
died during ten years succeeding 1760, and half of the thirty-six died 
between 1770 and 1800, ancj only three J^esides the two above named 
have died since 1800 — one in 1803, one in 181 1, and one in 1813. 

This ground was virtually abandoned and wholly neglected for many 
years. A good growth of wood and timber had grown up, and was stand- 
ing thereon a few years ago, when the town of West Bridgewater extin- 
guished the outstanding title, took possession of the premises, caused 
the wood and timber to be cut and removed, and enclosed the ground 
with a wooden post and rail fence on three sides thereof, and a stone 
wall on the back side. 

There are, in this yard, thirteen Haywards, five Burrs, and four each 
of the Bretts and Hartwells. We are unable to find any ancient rec- 
ord relating to this grave-yard, and only one deed of land is known to 
exist, and that recently taken from Jane S. T. Hervey, daughter of Zeba 
Howard, and wife of L. D. Hervey, conveying the premises to the town 
of West Bridgewater.

THE ALGER GRAVE-YARD 
AND TOMB, 

• IN 

West Bridgewater, 



This yard contains sixteen to twenty square rods of land on Wolf 
Trap Hill, west side of Flaggy Meadow Brook, south side of the road, 
nearly opposite the dwelling house of James Otis Alger, in West 
Bridgewater. 

There is a common balance wall on the west side, and a bank wall 
on the north side, next to the road, and otherwise it is unenclosed. 
There are four gr;aves with grave-stones having the following inscrip- 
tion thereon, to wit: 

1. James Keith, son of Mr. Calvin Keith, died of an epilepsy, 
March 13, 1801, in his 17*^ year. 

2. Erected in memory of Lieut. James Alger, who died May 20, 
18 10, in his 82^ year. 

3. Erected in memory of Mrs. Martha Alger, wife of Lieut. James 
Alger ; she died 23^ Aug., 18 13, in her 81*' year. 

4. Hannah, daughter of Kingman and Sarah Cook, died Jan. 29, 
1822, 2 years, 10 mos. 

And there are five graves in this yard without monument or in- 
scription, to wit : 

1. A daughter of Abiezer Alger, Jr., stillborn, June 21, 18 13. 

2. Rachel Keith, born July 22, 1744, died about 1815, 71 years of 
age. (She was a dau. of Ebenezer Keith, and half-sister of the first 
Abiezer Alger's wife). 

3. Abiezer Alger, 3**, son of Abiezer Alger, Jr., born Nov. 20, 1820, 
died Feb. 14, 1822, i year, 2 months, 25 days. 

4. A son of Abiezer Alger, Jr., stillborn, Jan. 10, 1823. 
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5. Dilly Green, colored, buried about 1824. She was probably 
over 60 years of age and was one of the four wives of Robert Prince, 
better known by the name of Robert Green, who was a large, strong 
man, jet black, born in Virginia, lived on the Alger farm for many 
years ; is said to have served in the old French war and was a body 
servant of Gen. Green, in the Revolutionary War, and died in the poor 
house in West Bridgewater, in January, 1827, 106 years of age. 

'And there is also one large tomb upon these premises, built by 
the late Abiezer Alger, Jr., in the early part of the year of 1828, con- 
taining the remains of fourteen persons deposited there, in* the order 
of their deaths, to wit : 

1. Cornelia Alger, born Aug. 24, 1800, died Oct. 26, 1824. Put 
into Zephaniah Lathrop's tomb and removed June 7, 1828. 

2. A son of Abiezer and Annie C. Alger, stillborn, June 5, 1828. 

3. Abiezer Alger, Sen., born July 25, 1757, died July 31, 1830. 

4. Hepsibah Alger, wife of Abiezer Alger, born in Scotland, Dec. 
20, 1760, died Feb. 25, 1841. 

5. Vienna Keith, born in Scotland, Aug. i, 1764, died July 21, 
1847, ^ daughter of Ebenezer Keith, and sister of said Hepsibah. 

6. Annie Dean Alger, dau. of James and Caroline B. Alger, born 
Feb. 1856, died, aged 10 days. 

7. Anne Cushing Alger, wife of the second Abiezer Alger, born 
in Pembroke, now Hanson, Oct. 15, 1786, died Sept. 24, 1857. 

8. Abiezer Alger, born May 21, 1787, died March i, 1863, 

9. Martha Kingman Alger, born May 16, 1848, died May 17, 1866. 
ID. Hepsey Alger, born Oct. 24, 1792, died June 14, t866.

NOTE TO FIRST GRAVE-YARD, ON PAGE SIX. 



Since the preceding pages were printed, we have found a deed from 
John Field to John Howard, dated May i6, 1707, recorded in Plym- 
outh Registry, book 11, page 218, conveying to said Howard " a tract 
of land butting the Towr River ; bounded westerly by land of James 
Keith, easterly by the highway, and on the northerly end it is bounded 
by Mr. Keith's head fence, next to the highway that goes to Jonathan 
Howard, and by an heap of stones, andr so by that range to the high- 
way, only excepting sixteen pole of land joining to the burying-place, 
being two poles in breadth, eight poles in length. The rest of said 
tract containing twelve acres and a half." 

Jonathan Howard then lived where the late Lloyd Howard lived, 
near Nahum Leonard's house, and was a brother of the grantee, called 
John Minimus, and Tapster John ; and the third highway referred to 
means the Boston road, leading from the house of Benjamin Howard, 
by the house of Francis E. Howard, to and by the present meeting- 
house, and these premises are the two house lots, each twelve by eighty, 
originally laid out to George Turner, whereon^ he lived, and on his 
death, about 1696, descended, and became the property of his son, 
John Turner, who conveyed the same to said John Field, by deed dated 
March 17, 1706, book 13, page 144, and was bounded westerly by the 
homestead of Rev. James Keith, now George M. Pratt's, and easterly 
by said Boston road.

OLD GRAVE-YARD, 



-IN- 



BRIDGEWATER. 



The Old-Grave Yard, near the Unitarian Church, was the first 
burj'^ing-place in the South Precinct, now Bridgewater. The land, one 
acre, is a part of two acres given to the "Inhabitants of the Southerly 
Precinct,'' by John Washburn, " tp build a Meeting House on,'' by deed 
dated April 6, 17 19, recorded June 20, 1722, in Plymouth Registry, 
book 16, page 61, and also recorded in the third book of Parish Rec- 
ords of the South Precinct, now the First Congregational Society in 
Bridgewater, pages 197-8. The premises conveyed by that deed were 
twenty rods north and south, and sixteen rods east and west, on which 
a meeting-house, 38x43, was commenced in 1716, finished and dedi- 
cated June 14, 1717. It stood on the spot where the present meeting- 
house stands, and fronted south, was enlarged, 1747, sixteen feet in the 
middle and taken down 1760. 

There is no allusion to any burial in the above deed of John Wash- 
burn, nor in the Parish Records for many years after. 

John Washburn, the donor, died in 17 19, and his wife, Rebecca, in 
17 17, and both were buried here, in the southwest part, on the high 
ground which was first used for burial, and the ground first appropri- 
ated for burial was afterwards enlarged by the parish. The late Capt. 
Abram Washburn, about 1843, set up new grave-stones at their graves 
in place of the old natural stones removed, and in 1850 planted the two 
larch trees, now standing and growing over their graves, in the presence 
of the writer, and always claimed that said Rebecca, wife of the donor 
of the ground, was the first person buried in the yard, it being so writ- 
ten on her grave-stone, and there is no evidence, written, printed or 
otherwise, of this ground being used for burial prior to 17 16. 

Where were those people buried who lived and died in this part of 
old Bridgewater prior to 1716 ? 
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Several families were living here as early as 1680, and the popula- 
tion of this part of old Bridgewater was constantly increasing from that 
date down to 17 16, when the South Precinct was formed, and this 
burial-place was commenced. But we have no evidence, or even tradi- 
tion, of there being any grave-yard in this part of old Bridgewater dur- 
ing this time, a period of more than thirty years. If private burial- 
places existed, we should probably have heard of them. There is no 
evidence, and it is not probable, that they were buried in the old yard 
in West Bridgewater, and they may have been buried in one or more 
places in this part of old Bridgewater, not yet discovered. 

In 1736 the South Precinct voted to build a board fence around 
the burying-ground, and the next year rescinded that vote, and voted 
to build, and did build, a post and rail fence. This kind of fence was 
continued, with occasional repairs, down to 1795-6, when the members 
•of the South Precinct concluded to Jiave the yard fenced in with a 
•stone wall, and the parish voted "to take off the fence round the bury- 
ing-place, and sell it to build another, to be no expense to the parish." 
They made a ibee. The whole parish turned out with more ox teams 
in those days than mow, and voluntarily, in one day, brought together 
stone «enough and sufficient for the whole fence, about fifty rods in 
length, making a common balance wall around the yard, with a gate 
•entrance at each corner; and this wall fence remained till 1844, when 
Capt. Abram Washburn, with a little help from subscribers, rebuilt the 
whole wall, and put the capping stones on, and made one gate entrance 
near the middle of the south side. 

In the upper, or southwest part of this yard, were many graves with 
natural stones, without inscription, and when the wall was rebuilt in 
1844, these natural stones, and many of the foot-stones, were used and 
put into the wall. From 1845 ^^ ^^5<^ ^^^ foot-stones were all removed, 
and the graves and ground were levelled, so as to make it comfortable 
for mowing and raking. In 1847 twenty-eight of these foot-stones were 
made into head-stones, and set to graves without monuments, with a 
simple inscription of the name, or initials of the name, and year of 
death. About twenty of these foot-stones made into head-stones are 
still to be found in their proper places ; and about this time, 1847 ^o 
1850, two paths, or walks, each about five feet wide, from north to 
south, dividing the yard into three parts nearly equal, were plowed up, 
levelled, and fitted for walks, and a few head and footstones were dis- 
placed to make an unobstructed walk ; but in a few years these walks 
were grassed over, and the paths were disused and lost. About 1820 
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five tombs were built in the central part of this yard, used and occupied 
for many years, and from 1845 to 1855 were taken down by permission 
of owners, and remains were removed to the new cemetery and other 
places. In 1842 a new public cemetery was established in the town, 
called the Bridgewater Cemetery, on Mount Prospect street, and some 
head-stones and remains have been removed from this old yard to this 
new cemetery and other places, and since 1842 very few interments 
have been made. in this old yard. 

Most of the trees in and around this yard were planted between 
1838 to 1843. The pitch pine, in the easterly part of the yard, came 
from Isam Leonard. The elm now standing in the triangle formed by 
the junction of Plymouth with Summer streets is the survivor of seven 
elms planted in that triangle, in such manner that you could see three 
trees in a row in six directions. One morning it appeared that the 
row of trees on the northerly side of the road, from ihe house lot of 
W. Latham to the house of Widow Holmes, had been barked, cut, 
and injured more or less, with a large, sharp knife, or other instrument, 
so much so that six of the seven trees in this triangle were given up 
as lost and destroyed. This central tree, now standing there, was not 
cut entirely off, but so much cut that the top fell over and hung down. 
This tree was straightened up with splinters, clay, and bandages, and 
soon healed up arid became sound, and now has its original top 
branches. This is the only malicious mischief ever done to trees in 
this neighborhood, though many trees have had narrow escapes. 

The elm tree now standing in the triangle formed by the junction 
of School and Summer streets, was set out in the afternoon of the last 
May Training in this Commonwealth. While the writer was planting 
that tree his name was called by the clerk, as a member of the com- 
pany then parading in front of the old meeting-house, and was marked 
absent, though the call was answered by the writer then outside of the 
training ground, without equipments except a spade. Upon a little con- 
sideration it was deemed expedient to call upon the captain to apollo- 
gize for improper conduct in answering to the call, and to offer to pay 
the fine of four dollars incurred, _without trouble or expense. In a few 
days the captain brought to the writer his list of delinquents for collec- 
tion. Among other suits to recover fines, was one against Henry Ran- 
dall, who claimed that his name was Henry Miller Randall, but it ap- 
peared in evidence that he had written his name Henry Randall, as 
well as Henry M. Randall. The court decided that a man may as well 
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be known by one name as another, and he was held to answer to either 
name, and to pay his fine and cost. 

This old grave-yard was the only place of burial in the South Pre- 
cinct, now Bridgewater, for about thirty five years. Lt. John Wash- 
burn, born 1711, and diei 1797, was the sexton, and dug the graves in 
this old yard from 1739 to the time of his death, 1797, and kept an ac- 
count thereof, which is now (1882) in the possession of the writer. The 
dates in thi^ record mean date of burial, and not day of death ; and 
. which record was made as a matter of account, and not as a record of 
deaths. 

His record begins with the year 1739, and shows an average of 
nineteen deaths per year for the first eight years, from 1739 to 1747, 
inclusive, and sixteen and five-eighths deaths per year, from 1748 to 
X755, inclusive, and an average of twelve deaths per year for the next 
eight years, from 1756 to 1763,* inclusive, and an average of jeight and 
four-tenths for the next ten years, from 1764 to 1773, and an average 
of twelve and seven-tenths for the next ten years, from 1774 to 1783. 

The greatest mortality, as appears from this record, was twenty- 
seven deaths in 1741 ; twenty-two in 1744; twenty-seven in 1747; forty 
in 1750; forty-seven in 1756; and forty-one in 1778. 

The total number of graves dug by him in this yard during these 
fifty-eight years, from 1739 to 1797 is 706. There were probably more 
interments made during this time, as many years had but few graves 
dug by him, to wit: in 1796 only one; three in each of the years 1767, 
1772, 1780, and 1 791;. four in 1783; five in 1768; six in 1785, 1763, 
1779, '792' The total number of grave-stones, counting each monu- 
mental slab, on stone or brick foundation, as one stone, is now (1882)^ 
531, and from an examination and inquiry made some thirty odd years 
ago, when graves could better be seen and counted, it was estimated 
that there had been at least 1500; and probably from that to 2000 in- 
terments in this yard. 

There was early a disposition to increase the number of burial- 
places in the town of Bridgewater. The population being scattered 
over some twenty-eight or thirty square miles of territory, and funerals 
being burdensome before hearses were used, they began, in different 
parts of the town, to establish burying-places, and to bury the dead in 
the following order ; 

1. The Old grave-yard, near Unitarian church, 17 16; 

2. Vernon Street grave-yard, at Cross street, ^7S^ f 

3. Scotland grave-yard, near meeting-house, ^7 S3') 
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4. South Street grave-yard, near Z^phaniah Keith, 1756 

5. Trinity Church grave-yard, first used for burial, 1763 

6. Japan grave-yard, near Jennings' brook, 1766 

7. Small-pox grave-yard, at Rufus Woods, 1778 

8. Great Woods grave-yard, near Solomon Alden, 1793 

9. Harlow grave-yard, near Childs' Bridge. 1803 
10. Pratt Town grave-yard, 1828 
ii. Conant I'own grave-yard, 1829 

12. Benson Town grave-yard, 1839 

13. Bridgewater Cemetery, 1842 

14. State Workhouse grave-yard, 1853 

15. Catholic Cemetery, at church, 1854 

16. " " on Centre street, 1867 . 

So that, with a population of less than 4000, exclusive of state pau- 
pers and convicts, we have fifteen grave-yards ; in fourteen of which 
places interments are made every year, or nearly so. We have copied 
the inscriptions or epitaphs of the first eight of the above fifteen grave- 
yards, which were commenced before 1800, including stones and monu- 
ments erected before or since in each yard, down to the present time. 

We have, for convenience and easy finding localities, divided the 
Old grave-yard, near the Unitarian church, a plan of which is hereto 
annexed, into four sections, called Section A, or southwest section ; 
Section B, or northwest section ; Section C, or northeast section ; and 
Section D, or southeast section ; by drawing a heavy black line each 
way through the centre, or near the centre of the ground, where stands 
a large Norway fir, to an elm tree, outside of the yard, on the south 
side, and to elm trees on the inside of the yard on the north and east 
side of the yard, and we have numbered each grave-stone and monu- 
ment in each section, as follows : we begin to number the grave-stones 
and monuments in this yard with No. i, 2, 3, etc., in the southwest cor- 
ner of Section A, and go to No. 103 in the southeast corner of Section 
A. We then begin wi.th No. 104, in the southwest corner of Section B, 
and go to No. 297, in the northeast corner of Section B. We then be- 
gin with No. 298, in the southwest corner of Section C, and go to N/3. 
439, in the southeast corner of Section C. We then begin with 440, in 
the southwest corner of Section D, and go tp No. 531, in the southeast 
corner of Section D. 

The corners of this ground upon the plan are rounded off, but the 
distance or length of each side is computed from one intersection of 
two side lines to another intersection of two side lines. All graves head 
west and foot east, and all stones face west ; an<d a few stones have two 
or more names or inscriptions thereon. The top of the plan is east. 
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1. Beneath are deposited the remains of the Rev*^ Hezekiah 
Hooper, Jun., late pastor of the Church of Christ, in Boylston, who de- 
parted this life December 2^ i795» iii the 25'^ year of his age, and 2^ 
of his ministry. Sober and exemplary, his mind enriched by a liberal 
education, he was prepared both to profit and please his fellowmen. 
Happy in the unanimity and cordial friendship of a kind, liberal and 
grateful people, he had the pleasing prospect of enjoying many days of 
peace and prosperity.

TIT I CUT 



This yard is the oldest in Bridgewater outside of the old grave- 
yard near the Unitarian church. It is in the north corner of Cross 
and Vernon streets, contains one-half acre, all enclosed with a common 
balance wall, having an entrance for carriages on Vernon street, and 
another on Cross street, with a drive-way from one to the other, as 
seen on the plan, which encloses the old part of this burying-ground, 
which was first buried upon, and now has many unmarked graves, and 
is much grown over to low bushes and wild grass, and needs the hand 
of improvement. The oldest grave-stone in this yard is that of Ezekiel, 
son of Jesse Leach (No. ^S\ died May 6, 175 1, aged 7. The next 
oldest are Zebedee Leach, 1754, aged 5; William Hooper, 1755, aged 
53 ; and Lois Hooper, 1756, aged 49. Only eight grave-stones in the 
whole yard previous to 1800. In 1850, 155 graves could be distinctly 
seen and counted. 

This ground being part of the old Samuel Alden farm, late Zeph- 
aniah Fobes, farm, was probably given by said Samuel Alden, who was 
a son of Dea. Joseph Alden, and lived north of Cross street, and east 
of this yard, and died 1785, aged 80. It was formerly called the Al- 
den grave-yard, in Titicut. 

It is also claimed to have been given by Joshua Fobes, a son of 
Dea. Edward Fobes, said Joshua being the first white man settler in 
Titicut, and lived where the late Robert and Bela Fobes lived, and 
died 1767, aged 78. He dug his well with a wooden shovel in one 
day. At this time there was no house south ot him, and only one 
house between his house and West Bridgewater, where his father lived. 
His daughter, Bethia, born 17 12, was the first white child born in Titi- 
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cut. This house between his and West Bridgewater was that of Sam- 
uel Keith, son of Rev. James Keith, and stood where the late Nathan 
Bassett lived, and on the old Taunton road, as laid out 1668, which 
came from Mile Brook bridge, in line of North street, to Four Mile 
brook, sometimes called Tweed brook, crossing the road between the 
house of Florentius Wilbur and the Ebenezer Gay house, and thence 
over the high land at Elijah Alden's to Cromwell C. Wilbur's house ; 
thence up the hill, by Barak Wilbur, to Taunton, through the Gushee 
neighborhood. Said well and house of Joshua Fobes stood on the^ east 
side of the road to Titicut, after leaving the Taunton road at Cromwell 
C. Wilbur's house. 

These persons, Alden and Fobes, were probably both buried in 
this yard, but their graves are unknown. 

There is no deed or paper writing known to exist relating to the 
origin or title of this bumal-ground.

SCOTLAND GRAVE-YARD. 



Scotland grave-yard is the third grave-yard established in Bridge- 
water, and is on the north side of Pleasant street, in that part of 
Bridgewater called Scotland. The first ground used for burial was 
given by Benjamin Keith and Josiah Fobes, 1753, about one-quarter 
of an acre, in equal moieties ; but no deed thereof is known to exist. 

In 1832, December 7, Benjamin Keith gave deed to Daniel Dyer, 
conveying to him five square rods. In 185 1, June 7, Benjamin S. 
Kingman and wife conveyed to Isaac Fobes and others six square 
rods; and in 1872, October i, Benjamin Keith conveyed to Royal 
Keith and others twenty-five rods of land on the back side of the old 
lot, called the new part, being a strip of land, sixty-four feet wide as 
it joins the old part on the northeasterly side, running back about 122 
feet, and being forty-four feet wide on the back side. All these convey- 
ances are in trust for the benefit of the burying-place. This new part 
has a few graves, but no plan or account is taken thereof. 

There was a record of all burials in this yard from 1753 to 185 1, 
kept by the Dea. Ezra Fobes family, which is now in my possession. 
From this record it appears that the number of interments in this yard 
from 1753 to 1799, inclusive, a period of forty-seven years, was ninety- 
one, and that twenty-eight of these ninety-one graves have lettered 
head-stones; that the number of interments from 1800 to 1851, inclu- 
sive, a period of fiftyrtwo years, was 116 ; and that about eighty of these 
1 16 graves have lettered head-stones. The number of interments since 
185 1, in the old yard, is about sixty, of which about fifty of the 
graves have lettered head-stones, making 207 graves before 1851, and 
about sixty graves since. We number only 239 epitaphs. Many 
graves are now lost, or have no head-stones. About seventy of the 
239 graves have no lettered head-stones; and twenty-five, of these 
seventy graves are known, and the names are in the index, except the 
colored people. 

Samuel Hay ward was the first person buried in this yard, 1753. 
This Samuel married Hannah Hill, 1732 ; was a son of Samuel, who 
lived awhile at CleftRock, in Joppa, East Bridgewater. This Samuel 
lived on Elm street in 1749; was a constable, 1735; ^^^ lived on 
Sugar Hill about the time of his death, 1753. 
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This Sugar Hill, where Theodore C. Wilbur now lives, so called, 
as some have supposed, from the sugar-loaf form of the hill at this 
house, before highway improvements changed its appearance, and as 
others have supposed, from the peculiar, white, fine, clean sand com- 
posing this hill, and resembling white sugar, is probably a corruption 
of the first name of this hill, which was Shugar's Hill, after the name 
of a man who is supposed to have lived at this place. 

Scotland is the local name of the southwest part of Bridgewater. 
It was ^arly settled. Samuel Keith, son of Rev. James Keith, with a 
family of nine children, and his son, Ebenezer, with a family of twelve 
children, lived to a good old age where the late Nathan Bassett and 
the late Dea. Ezra Fobes lived, and are, with their numerous descend- 
ants, mostly buried in this yard. The Keith blood, no doubt, gave this 
name to this territory, as it also gave the name of Tweed to the brook, 
early called Four Mile brook, running through this Keith farm, and 
crossing Pleasant street about thirty rods east of this house, on which 
brook, called Tweed brook, near said street, in 1806, was built, by Dea. 
Ezra Fobes and Dea. James Alger, a dam, building, water-wheel, and 
two nail machines, to cut nails, before the invention of cutting and 
heading by one operation, and many persons, male and female, were 
employed, with heading machines operated by the foot, to head the nails 
singly. 

Susanna, daughter of Josiah Fobes, was the second person buried 
in this yard ; she died December 3, 1753; and the oldest person bur- 
ied in this yard was Sarah Bassett, widow of Joseph Bassett, and 
daughter of Joseph Prior; baptized in East Bridgewater, January 21, 
1738-9, by Rev. John Angier, and died September 29, 1839. Only one 
other person has ever died in this town over 100 years of age, and that 
was Abigail Alden, who died February 22, 1882, aged loi years, 10 
months and 10 day^. 

The graves in this yard head south and foot north ; and the grave- 
stones face the street, running nearly east and west. Many foot-stones 
have been removed, and placed at the head of graves without monu: 
ments. 

This yard has a good face wall in front, next to Pleasant street, 
and a good balance wall upon all other sides ; and has an iron gate 
entrance from the street, near the middle of the yard, but no gates or 
entrance at the east or west end, on the street, as indicated on the 
plan. The record of colored persons is at the end of the epitaphs.

KEITH, OR SOUTH STREET, 
GRAVE-YARD.

T I T I C U T .. 



The South Street grave-yard, formerly called the Keith grave-yard, 
in Titicut, originally one acre, on the west side of South street, near 
the house of the late Zephani'ah Keith, being sixteen rods long on said 
street, north and south, and ten rods wide, running back westerly, was 
given by Lt. Amos Keith, by deed dated Jan. i, 177 1 ; recorded April 
14, 1772, in Plymouth Registry book 56, page 186. This deed runs 
"to the north part of Titicut Precinct, in the south part of Bridgewa- 
ter," being all the territory between the Four Mile line and Taunton 
river, "and to Thomas Haward (should be Hayward) and his family," 
for " the interment of people in that part of the parish and Mr. Ha- 
ward*s family." This Thomas Hayward, an ensign — written wrong- 
fully Haward in the deed — lived front of the house of Horace and Vir- 
gil Ames, on the opposite side of the road, and north of the Four 
Mile line, outside of Titicut Precinct. He married Constant, a daugh- 
ter of Samuel Keith, and grand -daughter of Rev. James Keith, about 
1729 ; had six sons and one daughter ; and died 1789, aged 87. They 
both were buried in this yard. 

This ground was first used for a burying-place by the interment of 
Joseph Harvey, 2d, who died February 21, 1756, aged 35, and is No. 
125 in the epitaphs. It is stated on the stone that he was the first per- 
son buried there. There is no allusion in the deed to its having been 
given or used for burial before this time ; but there is no doubt of its 
having been given and used before the date of the deed. 

Lt. Amos Keith, the donor, was a son of Samuel, and grandson 
of the Rev. James Keith ; died 1782 ; and lived where the late Seth 
Wilbur lived. 
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There are but seven grave-stones of persons dying between the 
first burial, 1756, and the date of this deed, 1771. 

In 1850, 188 graves were counted and quite visible, and it was 
then thought that there might be twenty or thirty graves not counted. 

We now find and number 268 graves in the whole, which includes 
about ninety graves unmarked, having only natural stones, without in- 
scription. With the aid of neighbors, we are able to identify about 
sixty of these ninety graves, and against such numbers we have written 
"No ins.," meaning no inscription, and also the name of the person 
known to be buried in that place ; and against these thirty unknown 
graves, we have written " No ins.," and numbered them and nothing 
more. 

This yard has lately been enlarged by the addition of a strip of 
land on the back side, five rods wide, east and west; and sixteen rods 
long, north and south ; given by the late Zephaniah Keith, not included 
in the plan hereto annexed ; but forming one burying-place, with a 
good bank wall on the east side, next to south street, and a good bal- 
ance wall upon all the other sides. 

The ground has been lately much improved with a drive-way, and 
several good private yards have been made. The graves head west 
and foot east ; but the grave-stones for about two rows next to South 
street have been turned around, and face east, instead of west, as orig- 
inally placed.

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TRINITY CHURCH GRAVE-YARD,

BR1DGE^VATER. 



The old Trinity church grave-yard contains forty-four square rods, 
on the north side of Main street, close to the church, measuring 112 
feet in front on said street, and 112 feet on each side, and 105 feet on 
the back side. It is a part of the fourteen and a half acres given by 
Samuel Edson, by deed, to said church, dated January 23, 1747, record- 
ed in Plymouth Registry, book 39, page 72, for a " church edifice, bury- 
place and glebe," including a few rods given by the late John Edson, 
by deed of November 26, 1826. It has a stone wall in front, on said 
street, and on the northwest side, and on the southeast side, from the 
street to the church, and th^re is no wall or fence on the remaining 
southeast side, nor on the back side. 

The burial-place comes within six feet of the church. The meet- 
ing-house lot is next adjoining the burying-ground lot, and is about the 
same size, and is on the southeast side of it. 

It has three marble monuments, enclosed each with an iron fence 
and stone posts, erected in the year 1850, by John Edson, Increase 
Robinson, and Jacob Robinson. Samuel Edson, the donor, died 177 1, 
and his wife, Mary, died February 5, 1778, were buried here, both 82 
years of age. The oldest grave-stone is that of Martha, a daughter of 
Francis and Susanna Perkins, who died September 16, 1763, aged 8 
months ; and she is said to be the first person buried in this yard. 
The next was a child of Francis Perkins, died 1768, aged 2 years. 
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This burial-place was not much used for the first twenty or thirty- 
years, and was, in 1873, enlarged by an addition of about one acre and 
sixty rods on the back side of this burial lot, and back side of said 
meeting-house lot adjoining, by Mary Edson, widow of said John Ed- 
son, deceased ; which new part runs back of these two front lots about 
300 feet, and is nearly 200 feel wide, and has been laid out into 161 
lots, which she sells to persons as wanted. A few interments have 
been made in this new part ; but no account thereof has been taken. 

Most of the graves in this old part have head-stones and foot- 
stones, and there are very few graves in this yard without grave-stone 
and inscription. 

All grave-stones front west ; and the three lots enclosed with iron 
rails and stone posts, being square, also face west.. All foot-stones 
remain in their proper places, and an iron gate with stone posts is in 
the northwest corner of the yard.

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JAPAN GRAVE-YARD, 

IN 

BRIDGEWATER, 

. NEAR JENNING'S BROOK. 



Thft old grave-yard near Jennings brook, sometimes called Japan 
grave-yard, contains fifty square rods, was given for that purpose about 
1766, by Samuel Jennings, who lived on the homestead of his father, 
Richard Jennings, on the northerly side of High street, about forty 
rods in a southerly direction from these premises. The well and cel- 
lar still to be seen. 

This Richard Jennings was in the Swamp Fight of King Philip's 
War, Sunday, December 19, 1675 ; married Mary Bassett, of Sand 
wicb, and was living here in Bridgewater, on her land, before 1686 ; had 
four daughters, all well married; and four sons. In 1735, sixty years 
after the fight, this Richard and one Daniel Hudson, two of the four- 
teen men from Bridgewater in that engagement, were alive, living here 
in Bridgewater, and then obtained their land bounty for serving in that 
war. In 1729 he gave to his son Samuel a deed of his homestead, re- 
serving a life estate on account of his lameness, and died 1751, and 
was buried in the old grave-yard near the Unitarian meeting-house. 
His son, Samuel, never married ; became insane, 1776 ; and from that 
time to his death, 1785, was under the guardianship of Edward Mitch 
ell, Jr. This family has become extinct — or at least no descendants of 
the male line are known to be living. 

This ground has a face stone wall with an iron gate in front on 
the south side of the ground, next to High street, there measuring 
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ninety-three feet ; and a wooden fence on all the other sides, measuring 
io3j^ feet on the easterly side ; 140 feet on the north, or back side ; 
and 139 feet on the westerly side, next to Plane street. See plan. 

No deed is known to exist; but Samuel Jennings is said to have 
given this land for this purpose about 1766. 

The oldest grave-stone in this yard is that of Nathaniel Hay ward's 
wife, Elizabeth, who died Nov. 7, 1766. Joanna Tinkham, who was 
housekeeper for Samuel Jennings, died March .6, 1763, and was buried 
in the old yard at the Unitarian meeting-house, and probably would 
have been buried in this yard if the land had previously been given for 
that purpose. 

Within a few years past Havilla Dqnphe has added to this old 
yard on the north side, and enclosed with a wooden fence, a strip of 
land about 106 feet wide, north and south, and about 160 feet long, 
east and west : about sixty-one square rods, and has laid the same out 
into burial-lots, and sells them to individuals, as wanted. 

Seven graves with stones are found in this new ground, but are 
not taken into this account ; and there are probably in the old yard as 
many graves without stones as with stones, the town paupers having 
been buried here for many years.

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The Alden grave-yard, sometimes called the Great Woods grave- 
yard, and so called on account of the large trees formerly found grow- 
ing in that neighborhood, is on the northwesterly side of Titicut street, 
in that part of Bridgewater called the Great Woods ; there measuring, 
on said street, 122 feet, and running back on the northeasterly side 
136 feet; on the southwesterly side 119 feet; and measuring on the 
back side 97 feet. It lays at the head of the second one-hundred-acre 
lot in the division of the one-thousand-acre lot into ten great lots of 
one hundred acrqs each, lying on the north side of the Taurton river, 
in Bridgewater, below the mouth of the Winatuxett river. 

The land was given by Solomon and Amasa Alden at different 
times, and was first used for burial purpose, in 1793. There are two 
carriage entrances from said street, each twelve feet wide, with a good 
bank wall next to said street, and a balance wall on all other sides. 

The tomb in this yard, towards the back side, was built by Solo- 
mon and Amasa-Alden, and belongs to their heirs, and has several 
bodies deposited therein. 

This ground had, in 1850, 27 graves and 23 grave-stones, and 
now (1882) has about 60 graves, counting said tomb as a grave for the 
the bodies therein, and about fifty grave-stones.

Small-Pox Grave-Yards, 



■IN- 



BRIDGEWATER. 



One on the east side of Conant street, a few rods north of the 
Four Mile line, near the house of the late Rufus Wood. This yard 
has nine graves and six grave-stones, as follows : 

1. In memory of Ford Bearce, son of Jacob Bearce and Hannah, 
his wife, of Pembroke, born June 25, 1853, and died April 20, 1778. 

2. Jabes Fuller, died Dec. 8, 1788, in his 95**" year. 

My young dear friends, shed tears, 
Down by -this stone my body is here ;, 
Make Jesus Christ vour hope and trust 
Before your body turns to dust. 

3. O remember death. In memory of Lieut. Jonathan Benson, 
who died of small-pox Dec. 16, 1788, in the 71" year of his age. 

My flesh shall slumber in the ground 
Till the archangers solemn sound 
Shall wake my dust, and bid it rise 
To join my soul and mount the skies. 

4. In memory of Maj. James Allen, who died with the small-pox 
Jan., 10, 1789, in y' 54*^ year of his age. 

5. In memory of Adam Besse, who died of small-pox Jan. 11, 
1793, in y* 23 year of his age. 

6. In memory of Mr. Chilton Latham, who died of y* small-pox 
Jan. 16, 1793, in y* 53 year of his age. 

Death is a debt to nature due, 
Which I have paid and so must you. 

Three other graves are found and distinctly visible, but have no 
graves-stones, and are not known. No. 4 heads south, and foots 
north ; all the other graves head north and foot south. 

The Rufus Wood dwelling-house, near these premises, \^as used 
for a pox-house on several occasions, and all persons buried here, ex- 
cept Latham, died in this Rufus Wood house. Latham died in his 
own house, about one mile off. 

Two children of Jacob Washburn — a son of Gideon Washburn, 
who lived in front of the Rev. S. Sanger house — died of the small-pox, 
and were buried on the southeast side of the Great Hill. One of these 
children died May 3, and one "May 19, 1777. A third grave is said to 
be seen at this place, on south side of this hill, and is supposed to be 
the grave of one Benson. 

Another pox grave-yard is to be seen on the William Dunbar farm, 
at the extreme west end of that farm. It contained 3 graves : Ebenezer 
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Keith, who died at his own house April 12, 1778, aged 61, and has 
been since removed to the old yard at the Unitarian church ; Capt. 
Benjamin Sprague, who died March 31, 1778, aged 41, and who has 
been since removed to the Trinity church grave-yard ; and the third 
grave is that of a child, unknown. The old Wm. Dunbar house was 
used for a pox-house at the time of their deaths. 

The Hon. Nathan Mitchell died of small-pox in his own house, 
then standing where Dr. Lowe's barn now stands, March 2, 1789, aged 
59, and was buried in the northeast corner of Dr. Lowe's house-Jot, 
near the guide-post ; and since removed into the old grave-yard near 
the Unitarian church. 

Several persons have died with small-pox, and it is not known 
where they were buried. Such 'as 

Levi Edson, died Jan. 20, 1777 ; Bristol, negro, died June 16, 1777 ; 
Nathaniel Simmons, died Nov. 24, 1777; Jeremiah Washburn, died 
April7 , 1778; Abigail Conant, died April 8, 1778; Marshall Wash- 
burn, infant son of Eliab Washburn, died April 12, 1778; Hannah 
Washburn, died April 16, 1778; Daniel Dunbar' schild died April 30, 
1778. 

Leonard Shaw, son of Dr. Samuel Shaw, died Dec. 10, 1788, aged 
1 1 months, buried in the old yard at Unitarian meeting-house. 

Thus making a list of twenty-five deaths by small-pox from ^777 
to 1793, most of whom were buried on private ground. Other deaths 
from this cause did, no doubt, occur during this time, and probably 
some before 1777, and some since 1793. 

In November, [801, the small-pox broke out in Titicut. Many 
people had been exposed. The dwelling house of Jeremiah Keith, east 
of the Turnpike, with a large building near by, were fitted up and as- 
signed by order of the Selectmen, for a pox-house, to which a large num- 
ber of persons, tradition says fifty or more, went, then having, or expect- 
ing to have the small-pox. A Dr. Southworth, from Mattapoisett, was 
employed to attend the sick, and to reside at said house. There was, 
at that time, a great want of faith in the efficacy of vaccination. The 
late Dr. Samuel Shaw, of this town, had faith in its prevention of small- 
pox, and for a test he sent to said hospital his two daughters, Han- 
nah, then aged 20, and Sarah, then aged 5. Hannah had had the 
small-pox by inoculation some years before, and Sarah had been vac- 
cinated, and they remained in the hospital long enough to decide the 
question that vaccination was a preventive of the small-pox. 

No persons died at this hospital, though several were very sick ; 
and this was the last general alarm of the small-pox in Bridgewater. 
We have had an occasional alarm, and a few single fatal cases. 
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OLD GRAVE-YARD 

IN 

EAST BRIDGEWATER. 



This grave-yard is probably the oldest grave-yard in old Bridge- 
water, outside of the first settlement in West Bridgewater, 1651. Tra- 
dition says that the Rev. John Angier, soon after his settlement in 
East Bridgewater, in 1724, cut the initials of names, and the year of 
death, one or both, upon many native flat stones then found at the head 
of many graves ; and there is a report that stones have been seen with 
such inscription thereon, as far back as 1700, and especially one stone 
bearing date of 1685. The southwest part of this ground was first 
used for burial, and was, no doubt, part of the first one hundred rods 
appropriated for burial at this place, as hereafter stated. 

Samuel Allen, Senior Deacon and second Town and Proprietors' 
Clerk in Bridgewater, 1683 to 1702, lived on the east bank of Matfield 
river, near where the Branch railroad crosses the river. He owned a 
large tract of land on the east side of that river, bounded, northwester- 
ly, by Nicholas Byram, and northeasterly by the lands of Whitman and 
Harris, including the plain, the common, the burying-ground, and land 
on both sides of the road, to the brick store and depot, and some fur- 
ther west. 

All the burying-ground, and a very large part of the common at 
the meeting-house, was given and conveyed to the East Precinct, or to 
committees in behalf of said Precinct, by the Allen family by sundry 
deeds. Only one deed covers the burying-ground, and that is the deed 
of Matthew Allen, Jr., to Thomas Whitman, Edward Mitchell, and 
Hugh Orr, a committee of the East Precinct, dated November 20, 1759, 
recorded April 19, 1760, in Plymouth Registry, book 46, page 55. 

This deed conveys "121 rods of land adjoining land for many 
years improved for a burying place, given by my father, Samuel Allen, 
late of Bridgewater, containing 100 rods." The deed recites that the 
land alloted for a burying-ground is but small, and in time like to 
prove too scanty for the use of the inhabitants, and thit tlii wliDle land 
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contains 221 rods, near the East meeting-house, and gives the follow- 
ing boundaries of the premises conveyed, being two parcels of land de- 
scribed as one parcel, beginning at a stone on the north side of the 
road, and thence running "north, 45 deg. east, loj^ rods to a stone; 
then north, 36 deg. west, 15 rods to another stone, in Dea. Seth Al- 
len's range; then south, 39 deg. west, \6}4 rods in Allen's range, to 
the road ; and then by the road 19 J^ rods, to the first bounds," being 
the same premises now enclosed and used for a burying-ground, con- 
taining, by recent survey, 227 square rods of land. 

The grantor in this deed, Matthew Allen, Jr., was a son of the sec- 
ond Samuel Allen, born June 10, 1708, and died July 21, 1787. He 
is called junior because he was a younger man than his cousin, Mat- 
thew Allen, son of Elisha Allen, born April 11, 1708, and who died Go- 
ober 8, 1784. This Matthew Allen, Jr., lived at the Leonard Hill 
place ; married a daughter of Seth Brett, 1807, and had a family of six 
children. His father, Samuel Allen, Jr., lived in front of Thomas 
Rogers* house, and died 1750, nine years before his son, Matthew Al- 
len, Jr., gave this deed of the. burying ground. His father's estate was 
divided among his six children, 1750. The whole of which home- 
stead was bounded northeasterly by the road, there, being about seven- 
ty rods wide ; and southwesterly by Matfield river, or meadow on that 
river. 

Only one reference to this burying-ground has been found in old 
documents, and that is in the deed of Samuel Allen, Sen., the old town 
clerk, to his youngest son, Nehemiah Allen, who was born 1681, and 
died about 1733, and who was an uncle of said Matthew Allen, Jr. This 
Samuel Allen, Sen., made his will June 29, 1703, proved Dec. 21, 1705. 
This deed is dated June 28, 1703, one day before his will, and was ac- 
knowledged December 11, 1704, and recorded December 20, 1705, in 
book 6, on pages 58 and 59, and is substantially as follows: 

" We, Samuel Allen, Sen., and Sarah, his wife, of Bridgewater, 
do give, grant, and bequeath, after our decease, our whole tract of 
land adjoining to our new dwelling-house, excepting the half-moon 
meadow, the rest, being near 100 acres, unto our son, Nehemiah Al- 
len, in Bridgewater, to the northerly side of John's river (Matfield) ; 
begining at river, and running along by the top of the bank of said 
half-moon meadow, to the land of our son Samuel ; then running 
northeasterly to a swamp white oak mark, and in same line to a small 
red oak and dead white oak, and on the same line up to the highway 
on the plain ; the southerly'"* side is butting on said John's river ; run- 
ning northeasterly, joining to the landsof Thomas Whitman, straight 
to causey and highway above Goodman Harris, his house ; then by 
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highway to a red oak ; and then by a heap of stones and stake on 
the southerly side of the highway that comes from Poor meadow ; 
then northwesterly to heap of stones and stake ; then running souther- 
ly (leaving out the graves to y* west) to a small red oak sapling ; then 
westerly by y* highway to our son Samuel's side line of his land, on 
the easterly side, and also our one-sixth undivided land." 

" Leaving out the graves to the west " mentioned in this deed of 
1703, undoubtedly means the 100 rods with graves on it referred to in 
the deed of 1759, and which had been used for a burial-ground many 
years before, as stated in the dped of 1759. 

Nehemiah Allen was 22 years old in 1703, and was not married 
till 1707, and his parents, grantors in this deed of 1703, had moved into 
their, new house (Leonard Hill house) from their old house on the bank 
of the river, near the railroad crossing ; and theref they lived, and there 
they died ; he June 28, 1705, and his wife, Sarah, after the date of the 
deed, June 28, 1703, but when is not known ; and were, no doubt, both 
of them buried in this yard, and on the 100 rods given by his son Sam 
uel, but no stone marks their resting-place. 

Samuel Allen, Jr., donor of the one hundred rods, and father of 
Mathew Allen, Jr., donor of the 121 rods, was born 1660; was first 
married 1686 ; and died 1750, then about 90 years old, When he gave 
this land, one hundred rods, or how many graves there were in 1703, 
is uncertain ; but it was probably the first land used for a public bury- 
ing-ground in East Bridgewater. The one hundred rods is supposed 
to be the high ground in the southwest part of this grave-yard, and is 
considered the oldest part of the yard. 

At this date, 1703, there had not probably beerf many deaths of 
adult persons living in this part of old Bridgewater. We find only five 
families living in East Bridgewater in 1662, eleven years after the first 
settlement in West Bridgewater, to wit : N. Byram, on Forge brook ; 
S. Allen and Wm. Brett, on Matfield river ; Thomas Whitman and 
Robert Latham, on Satucket river. These five families, with some 
married children, perhaps constituting separate families, were all we 
know of living in this part of old Bridgewater during King Philip's War 
of 1675-6. Other families and individuals came in soon after, and set- 
tled here; the population slowly, but steadily, increasing down to 
I703- 

The adu'lt persons living and dying in this part of old Bridgewa- 
ter previous to 1703, and probably buried in this yard, so' far as is 
known, were N. Byram, 1688, and his wife, 1698 ; Robert Latham and 
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wife, 1685-1688 ; Jonathan Cary, of Beaver, 1695; Experience Mitch- 
ell, of Elniwood, 1689 ; Mercy Harris, wife of Issac Harris, about 1682. 

No other public place of burial is known to have been used ; and 
we find a very few private burying-grounds in the early settlement of 
the town, here, or elsewhere, in old Bridgewater. 

There is an Indian burying-place at Robbins' Pond, on a piece of 
high ground on the south side of the road, fifty rods west of the bridge 
over Satucket river, at said pond. This ground was formerly covered 
with a heavy growth of pine timber, always private property. None 
but colored people are known to have been buried here, and probably 
not more than ten to fifteen graves there, and no grave-stones with in 
scriptions thereon. There was no Indian settlement around this pond 
before 1651. It is called Robbins' Pond from John Robbins, an In- 
dian, who early lived near it. Those persons who have liv^ed or been 
buried at this place have come from abroad ; mostly from Marshfield, 
Assawampsett Pond, and South Kingston, R. I., and have been Indians, 
negroes, and mixed blood. 

Seven graves (six grown persons and one child), all in a row, close 
together, are found on the Bela Hill, now Henry G. Hill farm, on the 
south bank of Matfield river, some thirty or forty rods below the rail- 
road crossing, with large natural flat stones at head and foot, set up 
edgewise, with no inscription thereon ; and there are two flat stones 
from twelve to twenty inches wide, and from two to three feet long, 
laid horizontal and lengthwise on top of each grave, all which graves 
occupy a space of twenty feet in a straight line, nearly north and south ; 
and all stones here seem to be such as came from a ledge near by. 
The land occupied by these graves is a part of the Hill farm, which has 
been owned and occupied by the Hill family ever since the first setde- 
ment. These graves were probably made before 1800, and have gen- 
erally been considered as graves of persons dying with the small-pox. 
There is no satisfactory account or tradition as to who they were, or 
when buried, or cause of death. 

There is a tradition in the Hill family that it was a private grave- 
yard of the Hill family, and was not a small-pox grave-yard, with per- 
haps a single exception of a child of Richard Thayer, which died with 
the. small-pox, Jan. 15, 1793, aged one month, and was buried at this 
place, while the father of the child was living in one of the Hill houses 
on this farm, and this was the last burial at this place, and a similar 
tradition exists in the Thayer family. It is said that Jacob Hill, father 
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o€ Leonard Hill, had the small-pox at this same house, but he recov- 
t±ired, died 1827, and was buried in the old grave-yard in East Bridge- 
^water. 

Owners and occupants of the Hill farm, and early 
settlers in this neighborhood. 

Samuel Allen, Sen., the second town clerk, lived on the northeast- 
erly bank of Matiield river, in early times called John's river, from 
John Howard, Minimus. The said Howard lived on the site of the 
late Dea. Samuel Keene, from about i68oto 1703. The Allen house 
stood within a few rods of the river, from about 1662 to 1703. 

Dea. William Brett, son of Elder William Brett, married a daugh- 
ter of John Car)', the first town clerk, 1651 to 1681. He lived about 
thirty rods southwest from the railroad crossing, in or near a place 
called the Devil's Hop Yard, about the middle of the present clay-pit 
of Joseph M. Loucraft, about two rods northeast of his (Brett's) well, 
still to b'b seen on the southwest side of this clay-pit. The ground 
where his house stood has been razed ten or twelve feet for clay to 
make brick of, and we fear the well will soon follow the cellar. 

Dea. Thomas Hayward, who married Bethia, the only child of 
said Dea. William Brett, 1706, lived with his father-i,n law for many 
years after his marriage, and his four children, born between 1707 and 
1725, were probably born in this house. He built a new house near 
where the late Solomon Hayward lived, in Bridgewater, and moved 
into it, and lived in it for several years before his death. He died 
1 741, and was buried in the old yard in Bridgewater, and has a grave- 
stone. The wife of Dea. Hayward^ died 1745, but it is not known 
where she was buried ; probably by his side in the same yard. 

We have been shown the site, well and spring of a house on the 
improved land of the Hill farm, about forty rods south from the rail- 
road crossing, and about five rods northwest from the railroad track. 
The well now in good condition, two or three rods northwest from the 
site of the house, in the edge of the woods, with a clump of shellbarks 
on one side, and of oaks on the other. The ground where the well 
stands being twelve or more feet lower than where the house stood. 
This is supposed to be the first Hill house in East Bridgewater, to wit : 
Jonathan Hill, who was alive 1706. 

Another house on the Hill farm stood about ten rods north of the 
present road, and fifty rods northwest from the present house of Henry 
G. Hill ; well still to be seen. This w.is the residence of E'oeiiezer 
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Hill, a son of said Jonathan Hill, who had four children, 171 5-1 730, 
and died 1760, and whose son, Jacob Hill, built the first house on the 
spot where Henry G. Hill now lives, and who married Abigail Bonney, 
had five children, 1754- 1764, and died 1804, aged 87. 

This first Jacob Hill was the father of the second Jacob Hill, who 
married Anne Tribou, 1780; had six children, 1783-1792 ; lived on 
this place, and died 1827, aged 70, and was buried in the old East 
Bridgewater grave-yard. His farm passed from him to his two sons, 
Bela and Bezer, by descent and purchase, and on their deaths, Beza dy- 
ing 182 1, and Bela dying Dec. 8, 1862, aged 72, came to Henry G. 
Hill and Mrs. Noyes, who now own and occupy the same. 

There was another house — well still to be seen — about half-way 
between Mr. Strong's house and Matfield river, on the old Gary farm. 
The late Dea. John Whitman is said to have gone to school in this 
house. Of course, the house must have been standing as late as 1740. 
It was, no doubt, the residence of Francis Gary, son of the old town 
clerk, who was brought up with Samuel Tomkins, and had his estate 
in East Bridgewater, and who married Hannah Brett as early as 1685, 
and who had five children ; Ephraim, one of the oldest, married Han- 
nah Waldo, 1709, and had dve children, 1709-17 16, owned and lived 
upon his father's homestead and house, and died 1765, aged 87. 

Who were these six adult persons, whether they died of the small- 
pox or otherwise? 

There are ten graves of the Hill family in the old grave-yard near 
the town-house in East Bridgewater, that have grave-stones, to wit : 
Israel Hill, died 1753, aged i ; Polly Hill, died 1835, aged 38 ; 
' 3; JaneB. " " 1838, '* 31; 
' 29 ; Ghas. H. " '* 1842, " 23 ; 
65; Hannah G. - *' 1862, " 64; 
70; Bela '' " 1862, " 72. 

The persons who have lived with families on the homestead are : 

1. Jonathan Hill, had five children, and was living 1706. 

2. Ebenezer, son of said Jonathan, had four children, 1715-1730, 
died 1760. 

3. Eleazer, son of Ebenezer (2) ; married Dr. Field^s daughter, 
1769; no children ; lived with his father; died 1791, aged 62. 

4. Jacob, son of Ebenezer (2), had five children, 1754-1764, died 
1804, aged 87. 

5. Jacob, son of Jacob (4), had six children, 1 783-1792, died 1827, 
aged 70.

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6. Bela and Bezer, sons of Jacob (5), had two or more children, 
1815 and after, and died, Bezer 1821, and Bela 1862. 

7. Henry G., son of said Bela, now living with family on the home- 
stead. 

These appear to be the only persons of the Hill family who lived 
with families on the old homestead, and the only persons with families 
of that name who lived in East Bridgewater except three, to wit: David 
Hill, son of Nathaniel, who lived with his family opposite the house of 
the late Welcome Young, and who sold out his homestead of 41 J^ acres 
and house to John Young, in 1777, and who after that disappears. Is- 
rael Hill, who married Beriah Latham, 1748 ; had thirteen children, 
1749-1770; lived in the house now owned and occupied by Charles 
Lincoln in Satucket, and died after 1769. And the late Leonard Hill, 
son of the last Jacob, and brother of said Bela and Bezer. 

It does not appear where Jonathan, Ebenezer, Eleazer, and Jacob 
first, were buried, nor where their wives, or the wife of the second 
Jacob were buried ; and if those six graves are of the Hill family, they 
would probably be six of the nine persons, four men and five women, 
above named. 

It is not known that any member of, or any person belonging to, 
these families, or to any family in this neighborhood, ever died with 
^ the small-pox, except the child of Richard Thayer, and there is no tra- . 
dition of any pox-house in this neighborhood, or in any part of East 
Bridgewater ; and though this ground has generally been considered a 
small-pox grave-yard, it is quite as likely to be, and most likely was, a 
private burying-ground of the Hill family, or of the very early settlers 
in this neighborhood. 

We find only a few deaths by small-pox in East Bridgewater to 
wit :

Probably some persons from this town went to the pox-house in 
South Abington, near the line of East BridgeWater, but no death of 
any such person, or of any other person in East Bridgewater, from that 
cause, has come to our knowledge. 
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There is one grave on the east bank of Satucket river, west of the 
late Thomas Chamberlain house. It was there when Chamberlairk 
bought his farm of Nicholas and Josiah Whitman, 1794. It is sup- 
posed to be, and no doubt was, a case of small-pox, but who or when 
is uncertain. If it was David Conant, who died 1760, it was the earli- 
est case of small-pox known in old Bridgewater, except Seth Brett, who 
died of small-pox, 1722, in West Bridgewater. It may have been his 
son, David C'onant, Jr., who died 1792, or some other member of the 
Conant family, which lived near the Conant or Chamberlain bridge. 
There were three Conant houses and several Conant families living at 
this place from 1706 to about 1790. 

William Conant bought of N. Allen, in 1706, the Chamberlain 
farm, and built a house immediately back of the present house, which 
was two stories in front, one story back ; taken down and the present 
house built by Thomas Chamberlain in 181 1, with the aid of his daugh- 
ters — pioneers in the art of braiding straw. David Conant, son of 
William, owned three-fourths acre and house on south side of the old 
Plymouth road, bounded east by the great Gall ; south by the river. 
A third house was built, owned, and occupied by some members of this 
Conant family. This was a common one-story house, with front door 
and chimney in the middle, and stood where Alfred Bottomer now 
. lives, and was taken down by him a few years ago, to make room for 
his present house. Rufus and Rhoda Conant sold this last one-story 
house and fourteen acres of land on which it stood, to Robert Latham 
1783^ and the Conant family all sold out and mostly went to Lyme, N. 
H., where the Rev. William Conant, a son of said David, and grandson 
of said William, a graduate of Yale College, 1770, was the settled min- 
ister, and to which town a largle number of Bridgewater people emi- 
grated. Said old house of William Conant is well remembered by the 
writer. 

In 1852, Peleg Osbourn dedicated a small piece of land in front 
of his house for a private burial-place. It now has some fire or six 
graves upon it. He difd Aug. 27, 1864, aged 77, and was buried 
upon it. 

There are two graves near the house of the late Earl Josselyn, in 
the east part of the town, supposed to be the graves of Earl Josselyn 
and wife. A private grave-yard, unenclosed. 

The Hudson tomb, built by Nathan and John Hudson in 181 9, 
on the south side of Plymouth road, between their houses ; recently 
filled with earth and closed up, with some fourteen or more bodies de- 
posited therein, to wit :

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A private yard near the house of the late Dea. Eleazer Whitman, 
and belonging to his family, on the south side of the road, east of his 
house, and west of Canada; 120 feet on the road, and running back 
60 feet ; all walled in, with an entrance at each end. It has twenty- 
two graves, and eighteen grave-stones, and the oldest grave in the 
yard is 1827. Several old persons are buried in this yard, to wit :

Besides the above burying-places, all modern except the one on 
Central street and small-pox burials, there are now five grave-yards, 
called cemeteries, in East Bridgewater, and which were commenced 
since 1800, and do not come within the limits of this work. Their 
dates are about as follows : 

Beaver cemetery, 1809 ; Union cemetery, 1842 ; East Bridgewa- 
ter cemetery, 1846 ; Elmwood cemetery, 1847 i Northville cemetery, 

1855. 

All graves in this old yard head nearly west. The foot-stones 
have been removed to the back side of the head-stones. The ground, 
always cared for by the town and individuals, has lately been dug over 
and very much improved; wild grass, weeds, apd bushes killed; trees 
trimmed and destroyed ; ground smothed and leveled ; stones righted 
and cleaned of moss, and yet some of the stones are nearly illegible, 
and will be more so if neglected and nothing done to preserve the let- 
ters and figures. 

A few head-stones near the wall, between the gate and the south 
corner of the yard, by consent of the parties, have been removed to 
other parts of the yard. The foot-stones to such graves, remain in 
their original places. 

The figures on the plan represent 581 grave-stones, and include 
five graves without stones numbered, and marked " No inscription," 
and eleven graves with native, flat, rough stones, with initials of name 
and year of death, one or both, cut thereon, as appears at end of the 
index to epitaphs in this yard. Who they were is not known. 
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Several grave-stones have inscriptions for two or more persons, 
making thirty-four extra names ; so that the whole number of epitaphs 
in this ground is about 600, 

This ground has a bank wall next to Central street and upon the 
southeast side, from said street back to the hearse-house, next to the 
town-house land, with a deciduous hedge on top of said bank wall. 
There is a very handsome hedge of ardor vitce on the northwest si de, 
next to Mr. Sheldon's land, and a poor fence, or no fence at all, on the 
northeast side, and on tfte balance of the southeast side next to the 
Orr land. 

There is an iron gate of some fiv« feet wide next to said street, 
not far from the middle of the ground, and a wide carriage entrance at 
the northwest corner of the yard, with a drive-way through this yard to 
the East Bridgewater cemetery, lying some ten or fifteen rods north- 
easterly from this ground. 

This yard is divided into five sections, numbered alphabetically 
from A to E, according to the heavy, black lines as seen on the plan. 
The lines between the sections are parallel, about fifty feet apart, and 
run northwesterly, at right angles with the southeast side of the prem- 
ises. 

We begin to number stones i, 2, 3, etc., in the southeast corner of 
Section A, and going northwesterly to the end of this section, and then 
return in the same section to No. 158, near the Whitman enclosure. 
We then begin with No. 159, near the southeast corner of Section B, 
and go northwesterly to No. 293, in the northwest corner of Section B, 
We then begin with No. 294, near by, in the southwesterly end of Sec- 
tion C, and go southeasterly to No. 432, ra the northeasterly corner of 
Section C. We then begin with No. 433, near by, in the southeasterly 
corner of Section D, and go northwesterly to No. 540, in the north- 
west corner of Section D. We then begin with No. 541, near by in 
the southwest end of Section E, and go southeasterly to No. 581, in 
the southeast end of Section E.

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In looking over the foot-stones piled up and laying side of the 
stone wall in the old yard in West Bridgdwater, we found, lying upon 
the ground near the grave of Joseph Keith, close under the wall, a 
natural, flat stone of small size, with the following inscription there(5n, 
to wit : 

"Sep^y^S, 17 18, 
Susanna Gary." 

She was daughter of Joseph Keith, son of Rev. James Keith, born 
March 8, 1697; married Capt. Jonathan Gary, Dec. 11, 1717 ; and 
died as above, Sept. 5, 17 18. Her father lived in a house in the open 
field west of the house of Horatio Howard, and on land now owned 
by said Horatio, and between his house and the road to Bull's Hole, 
house long since takfin down. Her husband, in early life, lived in 
Beaver, where his father, Jonathan Gary, lived, west of Maj. Barrell, 
and afterwards, in 1736, he bought of Ephraim Leonard, the Samuel 
Washburn farm of sizty-nine acres, including all land on the northeist 
side of Summer street, from the Thomas Lawrence (late Garver Wash- 
burn) house to South brook, and lived in a small house which stood 
where the late Samuel F. Sanger lived and died. His son, Eliphalet 
Gary, built the present Sanger house in 1767. At the time of the 
death of said Susanna Gary, her and his families were living in the 
North Precinct, which then included West, East and North Bridge- 
water ; and we have set that stone into the ground between the graves 
of her father and brother Ichabod, and where she was probably 
buried. 



In addition to what is said on pages 4vaLnd 5, in relation to the 
second grave-yard in West Bridge water, where the houses of Mr. Ed- 
ward Gapin and Rev. Mr. Stone stand, it should be stated that, on or 
about June 12, 1882, since said pages were printed, Edward Gapin, 
while grading his door-yard, south of his house and front of his stable, 
found two graves about ten feet apart, not so far back from the road 
as the front end of his house; and in these graves he found the re- 
mains of a coffin and human bones. One grave was that of a full- 
grown person, and the other of a young person. 
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In reference to the tomb of Rev. Jam^s Keith, page 18, No. 139, 
the original foundation was broken stone, like tlie Edson tomb, with 
the present slab thereon. William Hudson, who built this tomb, lived 
at Simeon Taylor's, and died about 1728. Simeon K,eith and his son, 
Austin Keith, descendants of the Rev. James Keith, through Timothy, 
one of his six sons, in 1827, rebuilt this foundation by setting up three 
slabs of granite on three sides, edgewise, which thiey bought in Quin 
cy, and by placing two pieces of slate in the front end, edgewise, with 
an inscription thereon ; which horizontal slab of granite and two pieces 
of slate with inscription thereon, formed a part of the original monu- 
ment, as built by said Hudson. Some twenty five or thirty years ago, 
the upper slate stone at the head of this tomb got broken, and a piece 
of new slate with the present inscription thereon, has been put in its 
place. The present inscription not differing materially from the old 
inscription. 

The Rev. James Keith lived and died Quly 23, 17 19,) in a house 
in West Bridgewater, now owned and occupied by George M. Pratt. 
It stood upoii the north side of the road to the Great Meadows, near 
Snow's bridge, within abput six rods of the Town river in front of it, 
about half-way between the house of Nathaniel Willis, west, — now Am- 
asa Howard's — and the house of George Turner, east, now gone, 
which stood in the corner of the two roads, where the bffice of the late 
Hon. William Baylies stood when burned in 1843. 

The sketches on opposite page, represent the house : 

First, as it appeared, 1662 to 1678 ..... 16 years; 

Second, as it appeared, 1678 to 1837 .... 159 years; 

/ Third, as it has appeared since 1837 .... 45 years; 

making it 220 years old. 

The house was built 1662. It fronted south, was two stories high 
in front, one story high back side, posts, sixteen feet high, fifteen feet 
wide in front, thirty-four feet deep, with front entry, five feet wide ; 
chamber stairs and chimney back of front door, in the southeast cor- 
ner of the house, one front room, about ten by twelve, with a bed-room 
back of that, and a kitchen, with pantry, back of bed-room and chim- 
ney. In the second story was an entry, a front room, and a bed-room 
corresponding to the rooms below. No cellar under this part of the 
house. 

In 1678, the house was enlarged by an addition of eighteen by 
thirty-four feet, to the east side of the house ; two stories high in front. 
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one story high back side, making one large front room, eighteen by 
eighteen feet* with a bed-room, back stairs, and an enlargement of the 
kitchen, in the back part. The rooms in the second story corespond- 
ing to the front room and bed-room belov;. The back part of the sec- 
ond story of the old and new part of the house remaining unfinished. 
A cellar under a portion of this new part, with a stone drain across the 
road to the Town river. 

The house remained in this condition, without material alteration 
for 159 years, from 1678 down to 1837, when Thdmas Pratt, father of 
said George M. Pratt, cut off about fourteen feet of the north side of 
the house, so as to leave the north side of the same height as the front 
side of the house, thereby making the south roof thirteen and one-half 
feet long, and the north roof only twelve feet long ; building a new 
chimney in the place of the old one, then taken down, but much small- 
er; and leaving the rooms in the front and middle parts of the house 
as they were before this amputation. The brick in this old chimney 
were mufch larger than modern brick, and were laid in clay. The 
shingles upon the walls were taken off, and clapboards put on in place 
thereof. This house now (1882) being a two story house, thirty-two 
feet front, and twenty feet back, with a porch annexed to the back 
side. The windows upon the three sides of the house being the same 
ever since the memory of man, except such as wete cut off as afore- 
said, and except square glass in place of the old diamond glass and 
bull's eyes. 

The annex or addition of eighteen by thirty-four feet, made in 
1678, was quite fully developed and apparent on a personal examina- 
tion of the inside of the house, a few years ago, by the writer ; and 
the frame-work, timber, doors, materials, and inside construction of 
the house exhibit strong marks of antiquity. 

In the case of the inhabitants of Bridgewater versus the inhab- 
itants of West Bridgewater, reported in the seventh volume of Picker- 
ing Reports, page 191, and in the ninth volume of Pickering, page 55, 
in the years 1828-9, brought for the support of Daniel Keith, a pauper, 
then aged eighty-one years, a great-grandson of the Rev. James Keith. 
This pauper, with his father, Daniel Keith, and grandfather, John 
Keith, son of the Rev. James Keith, lived and died in the plaintiff 
town. It became necessary to pr(^ve where, in old Bridgewater, minis- 
ter Keith lived and died ; and sundry old people were witnesses of, 
and sundry depositions of ancient people were then, 1828-9, taken for 
that purpose, as well as to prove the genealogy of the pauper ; and 
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some of said deponants and witnesses well remembered the house, then, 
1828, owned and occupied by Aarrabella, daughter of said*Amasa How- 
ard, deceased,and widow of Benjamin Eaton, deceased, as far back as 
1750, and said it was then, 1750, an ancient looking house, and had 
always appeared the same as it then, 1828-9, appeared. That case 
was tried, and before the whole court, twice ; and the fact.that the Rev. 
James Keith, lived and died in that house,' was then well and satisfac- 
torily established. 

The homestead of Rev. James Keith consisted of two house- lots 
of six acres each, with a ten acre lot at the head of said house-lots, 
and with a house thereon, built by the town, conditionally given by 
the town to him, in consideration of his future services as their minis- 
ter, and remained entire until about 1800. And though this house and 
a portion of the homestead on which it stands, has been owned and 
occupied by many persons, as tenants in common and otherwise, yet 
the title to this house and portion of the homestead has always remain- 
ed in, and been confined to four persons and their families, to wit; 

James Keith and his children, down to 1723,. . . 61 years ; 

Ephraim Fobes, brother and son, down to 1792, . 69 years ; 

Amasa Howard and daughters, down to 1834, . . 42 years ; 

Thomas Pratt and son, George M., down to 1882, . 48 years. 



220 years. 
We have never been able to find any record of the date of the 
birth of Rev. James Keith, nor the date of his marriage to Susanna, 
daughter of his Dea. Samuel Edson, or of, the date of the birth of his 
children, except Joseph. In the pamphlet referred to on the third 
page of this book, it is stated that they were married May 3, 1668, but 
that date was acknowledged by the author to be conjectural and with- 
out authority, and we have no confidence in that date. His son, in 
that pamphlet, is said to have married Mary Thayer, of Weymouth, 
May 3, 1695. The records of Bridgewater give the dates of the births 
of his children, but not of his marriage. James, his oldest child, be- 
ing born Jan. 8, 1696. Susanna, daughter of Rev. James Keith, was 
married in Taunton, to Jonathan Howard, of Bridgewater, Jan. 8, 
1689, and died soon after without issue; and the Rev. James Keith 
was probably born as early as 1643^ and began to preach in Bridge- 
water soon after his arrival, in 1662. Master James Keith probably 
continued to preach and perform the office of minister for that people 
from that time to the time of his settlement, Feb. 18, 1664, old style; 
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but when he arrived, or in what ship, or who his parents were, or his 
brothers or sisters, if any, were, or when he first went into possession 
of this house and land, does not appear. The town had employed one 
Mr. Bunker to serve them as minister for 1660, 1661, and perhaps a 
part of 1662. He then declined to accept their invitation to settle 
among them. The town had previouslv, without reference to any par- 
ticular minister, agreed to give their minister a purchase right, with 
all privileges. 

In support of the above history of this house, we present the fol- 
lowing extracts from the first volume of our town records^ and a copy 
of the inventory of the Rev. James Keith, recorded in the fourth vol- 
ume of probate court records at Plymouth, page 185. 

Volume I, page 30. "It is agreed upon by the towne, 
meett together the sixt-andtwentieth of Desember (1661), 
that there shall be a house built for a minister uoon the 
town's lands, where it shall be thought most convenient, 
and that the said house and grounds is to be freely giuen 
to that minister y* shall liue and die amongst us, being 
called by the towne to the work of the ministry, or by a 
church gathered according to the order of the gospel, with 
the consent of the towne ; as also a compleat purchase, 
with uplands and meadow lands, according as other townes- 
men haue." 

This record further provides for the contingency of death, a short 
time of service and inability to serve, and occupies the last half of 
said page. 

This house was probably built in 1662, in pursuance of the town's 
agreement on the twenty-sixth day of December, 1661, but not finished 
May 13, 1664, when the town employed two persons to finish the chim- 
nies and glass the windows, as follows — forty-fourth page : 

- " An agreement made between the towne and John Wil- 
lis, seynior, and John Ames, for the finishing of the chim- 
nies, backs, hearths and ouen belonging to the minister's 
house. And they are to find all and draw all, both clay, 
stones and ^ bricks, for the aforesaid chimnies, backs, and 
ouen and hearths, and to do it sufficiently; and the towne, 
for their paines,are to pay to them next haruest,twenty bush- 
ells of good marchandable corne, and the work to be finish- 
ed by the last of August insuing ; the date hereof being now 
the 13*^ thirteenth of May, 1664, to be paid when Indyan 
corne is march an table." 

The roof was probably a thatched roof at first, and the house un- 
occupied and lieglected at first; and on the eleventh of October, 1664, 
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the house required some repairs and improvements, and the record in 
the same book, page 43, reads as follows : 

" It was agreed upon by the twone, mett together the 
eleuenth of October, 1664, that the twone was freely will- 
ing to couer the minister's house the second time, and to 
glass the windows as soon as they cann, prouided that 
they cann gett glass for boards." 

On the forty-fourth page the town gave him possession of said 
house and land, as follows : 

"This record made the 18*^ of February, 1664. The 
towne, being meet together, doth declare and hold forth 
that the towne did then resigne and make ouer to Mr. Keith, 
the house and garden belonging to the minister's lott or 
purchase, according to the tennor of the agreement m\de 
between Mr. Keith and the towne, and gaue him free liber- 
ty to possess it. 

And, on the thirty fourth page of said book, is a full record of the 
terms of his settlement made with the town, under date of Feb. 18, 
1664, old style; and among other things, the town agreed to 

"giue Master James Keith," conditionally, " twelue acres 
of land, already laid out, with a dwelling-house built upon 
the same by the towne ; the lands well known, and liing 
upon the Mill river, and joining to the lands of Nath* Wil- 
lis on the one side, and to George Turner on the other 
side." 

Sept. 13, 1670, page 60, "town choose a committee to let out Mr- 
Keith's barn, and to set the work forward and do their endeavor to 
see the workman paid for his labor;" and May 23, 1673, on page 68, 
the town gave him full title to his house and lands, as follows : 

" It was agreed upon by the inhabitants of the towne of 
Bridgewater, the three-and-twentieth of Ma}', one thousand, 
six hundred and seventy-three, that Master James Keith, 
in consideration of hauing been some competent time in 
the work of the ministry among them, should haue the • 
dwelling-house and out-houses he is possessed of, with the 
twelue acre lot he Hues upon, as, also, all the lands, 
whether uplands or meadow lands, belonging to a full pur- 
chase." And did then freely give and grant the same to him, his 

heirs and assigns; and on Nov. 20, 1675, P^g^ 7^ "uoted there shall 

be a garrison made about Mr. Keith's house." 

On the twentieth of September, 1677, page 74, the town "uoted 

to raise and give Mr. Keith 24 lbs. toward the building of him a con- 

uenient roome or dwelling-house," as follows : 
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"The town being mett together the twentieth of Septem- 
ber, 1677, ^^^ arran and agree to give freely to Mr. Keith 
twenty-and-four pounds, to be paid at his house — the one 
half to be paid in Indian corne, and the other half in boards 
and clapboards, by the last of April insuing the date here- 
of ; and the said twenty-four pounds to be raised by way 
of rate upon the inhabitants of the town, which was given 
to Mr. Keith toward the building of him a conuenient 
roome or dwelling-house ; the boards at 5s. a hundred 
and clapboards, shaven, at 5s. a hundred." 

This house, in which many of his children were born, was prob- 
ably not enlarged, with a convenient room, until the summer of 1678. 

The inventory of Rev. James Keith, recorded in the fourth vol- 
ume of the probate record, page 185, was taken Aug. 25, 17 19, by 
John Field, Isaac Johnson and John Ames, Jr., and contains ten items 
of personal property, amounting to i67lbs. and iis., and shows the in- 
ternal division and arrangement of the house at that time, correspond- 
ing to the rooms and condition of the house at the time of the altera- 
tion in 1837, to w^t •

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Dea. John Whitman, 



was born March 17, 1735, O. S., it reads on his grave stone, that he 
**died July 26, 1842, aged 107 years, 3 mos., 22 days."* He was the 
second son and third child of John and Elizabeth (Gary) Whitman. 
His father died 1792, aged S8, and his mother died at the age of 42 
years, in 1742, when he was seven years of age, and just one hundred 
years before his own death. 

It is unnecessary here to describe the character of Dea. John 
Whitman — that has already been well and fully done by Judge Mitch 
ell, in his History of Bridgewater, 1818 ai^d 1840; by Judge Ezekiel 
Whitman, in his Memoir of John Whitman and his Descendants, 44 
pages, 1832 ; by Rev. Baalis Sanford, in his Century Sermon of twenty 
pages, March 28, 1835; ^^^^ ^y ^^^ son. Rev. Jason Whitman, jn his 
Memoir of loi pages, published 1843. "^^^ portrait in his Memoir 
has been copied and placed in this book, opposite this page. 

He was born, lived, and died on the homestead of his ancestors, 
somewhat reduced and changed in form and size from the original 
Whitman homestead, formerly called the Whitman Neck, containing 
over two hundred acres, and bounded : southwesterly by Matfield river, 
southeasterly by Satuckett river, northwesterly by the Allen land, 
and northeasterly by the Harris land. This tract of land, be it more 
or less, commenced on Matfield river, westerly of Turnpike bridge in 
Joppa, now Elmwood, and run in a straight line about northeasterly, 
by the land of Samuel Allen, to the land of Samuel and Isaac Harris 
to a point northwesterly of the houses of the late Dea. Thomas Whit- 
man, now Henry Keith, and the late Barzillai Allen, now William Allen ; 
thence easterly by said Harris land to Satuckett river, below the old 
Latham and Harris saw mill dam. It was at the junction of said riv-

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ers, and nearly in the form of a triangle, and opposite to the " Srnall 
Rocky Hill," on the east side of S?>tuckett river, called Wonocooto or 
Sachem's Rock, on the old Robert Latham farm, and near the Seth 
Latham house, and where it is said that Ousamequin, sachem of Poco- 
nocket, March 23, 1649, executed his deed of Satuckett to Standish 
and others, extending seven miles each way from the weir near said 
dam —that being the first centre of Bridgewater — and one-quarter of a 
mile above said "Rocky Hill." 

He was born in a house on the southerly side of the road leading 
from Whitman mills to Joppa or Turnpike bridge, where Clark Swal- 
low now lives; and died in a one story house built by himself 1802, 
now standing opposite, on the northerly side of said road, and now 
owned and occupied by Timothy S. Harlow. 

A good portion of the old Whitman house and the main body of 
it, on the south side of the road — to wit: seventeen by twenty-eight 
feet-— was then, 1802, sold by him to David French, taken down, re- . 
moved, and rebuilt with an addition of eight feet on the westerly end, 
and is the same house now standing in Satuckett, opposite the house 
of Seth P. Conant, owned and occupied by Judah B. Keen. This 
house, before its removal in 1802, had a sharp roof as now, a chimney 
at the end, in the middle of the twenty-eight feet, making two rooms 
of equal size (fourteen by seventeen feet), with a fire-place in one cor- 
ner of each room, as now, and a Beaufet in one corner of one room. 
The house had a lean-to or shed roof upon two sides, containing a 
bed room, and other small rooms below. Mr. French added eight feet 
to the main body of the house when he rebuilt, making the house as it 
now is, twenty-five by twenty-eight feet, which has been lately repaired, 
modernized, and painted. Judge Whitman, in his Memoir, calls the 
house which stood south of, and about half-way between the Clark 
Swallow house and Satuckett river, the first house of Thomas Whit- 
man ; and the house that stood where the Clark Swallow house now 
stands, the second house of Thomas Whitman. 

There is, perhaps, some uncertainty where the first house of the 
ancestor, Thomas Whitman, stood, and whether he, Thomas Whit- 
man, the first settler and ancestor of all the Bridgewater Whitmans 
built and lived in two or three houses. He probably was born, 1629, 
in England, married a daughter of Nicholas Byram, 1656, lived in 
Weymouth until he came to Bridgewater with one or more children in 
1662, and died 17 12. 
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June 21, 186 1, the writer called on Josiah Whitman, then aged 
eighty-two, son of Dea. John Whitman, and then living in and own- 
ing the Whitman house on the north side of the road, opposite to the 
house of Clark Swallow, to show him the sites of the old Whitman 
houses on this Whitman Neck of land, and we viewed the premises. 
He claimed that the first house of his ancestor, Thomas Whitman, 
stood where the late Judge Ezekiel Whitman was born, to wit : nearly 
opposite to the house of Mark P. Hudson, about four rods east of the 
Hates shoe-shop, now gone, on the north side of the old road. That 
house 1 well remember — very low in the walls, two rooms in front, with 
door near the middle, and close to the road, and taken down 1858. 
Judge Whitman told the writer that, on one occasion, he went into this 
house with his young daughter Lucia, then a little chatter-box, and 
told her that he was born in that room pointed out to her. She said : 
'' Papa, it is not big enough to be born in." Mr. Josiah Whitman 
also claimed that it was burned by the Indians during King Phillip's 
war; that the second house of Thomas Whitman stood near a spring, 
tv.enty rods west of Satuckett river, and fifty rods south of said Clark 
Swallow's house, near a fording place in said river ; that he reniem- 
bered apple trees standing and growing near this spot, and other evi- 
dences of a house once at that place; that the third house of the said 
Thomas Whitman stood where Clark Swallow's house now stands, a 
portion of it a little east of it, and was built by said Thomas Whitman 
about 1680, and the old well is now used by Swallow. The main body 
— seventeen by twenty-eight feet — was sold to David French, as afore- 
said. 

Judge Whitman does not say that this first house of Thomas 
Whitman was burned by the Indians, though that is the conclusion, 
inferentially, from what he does say, and the tradition, is that it was so 
burned, having been deserted by the family. On the ninth of April, 
1676, being the Lord's day, Robert Latham's house and barn, with 
considerable lumber on the opposite side of Satuckett river, was burned 
by the Indians. This house was also deserted by the family. These 
two houses stood within one-half mile of each other. There was prob- 
ably no other house in this part of East Bridgewater, east of the Turn- 
pike. This knowledge of the destruction of the Latham house comes 
from a letter of Rev. James Keith to Thomas Hinckley, dated April 
17, 1676, to be seen on the thirty-eighth page of Mitchell's valuable 
History of Bridgewater. If the Whitman house had been burned be- 
fore the date of that letter, it probably would have been mentioned 
in that letter. 
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The tradition is that the house at Clark Swallow's, whether the^ 
second or third house of Thomas Whitman, was built about 1680 ; 
leaving a gap of four years, at least, when he was without house or 
home, with a family of six children under twenty years of age. 

The present road from Whitman mills, on Satucketf river, to 
Turnpike bridge, on Matfield river, was laid out by a jury, 1690. First 
volume Bridgewater Town Records, page 147, as follows: 

" A highway laid out by a jury from Isaac Harris, his 
house, to John's bridge. It runs from Isaac Harris, his 
Louse, as is directed by marked trees, to Good™ Whitman's 
house, on the east side of his house, and from thence as 
directed by marked trees to the river. And so over the 
river, between Edward Mitchell's and John Hayward's ; 
arid so across John Hayward's land, where the way now is, 
above his barn and between his house and barn, and so 
along the way to town." 

Isaac Harris married a daughter of Robert Latham, and lived in 
a house ten rods back of William Allen's house, on the north bank of 
Satucket river. This road, no doubt, went about where it is now, east 
of the Whitman house, now Swallow house, and over Matfield river, 
where the Turnpike bridge now is, and up the hill between the Mitch- 
ell and Howard land, as may now be seen, and was probably then laid 
out through a wilderness. John's bridge, in this record, means the old 
bridge over Matfield river at the Turnpike bridge. 

This house, probably the third house of Thomas Whitman, great- 
grandfather of Dea. John, and this Whitman neck of 'land were the 
home, homestead, and birth-place of thirty-six children — three gener- 
ations of his blood — born in the eighteenth century, to wit : sixteen 
children of said Nicholas Whitman, grandfather of said John, by his 
three wives, 1702-1736 ; six children of his father, John Whitman, by 
two of his four wives, 1 730-1 747 ; and his fourteen children, by two 
wives, 1 765-1 799. And these thirty-six children were, probably, all 
born in this house at Clark Swallow's, sold to David French, as afore- 
said. 

This Thomas Whitman had nine children, four sons and five 
daughters, all living at the time of his making his will, in 1685. And 
May 9, 1707, book 10, page 56 of Plymouth Records, he gave a deed 
of gift to his youngest son, Nicholas Whitman, thereby conveying to 
him " my whole farm whereon I now dwell ; bounded easterly by Sa- 
tucket river, westerly by John's river, and northerly by Nehemiah Al 
leh's land, about no acres." 
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It was a common practice, in early times, for sons to build houses 
on their father's land, and to live thereon for many years without title, 
and for fathers to make deeds of gift to their sons. And upon final 
settlement of the father's estate, a proper allowance was made, if the 
estate so conveyed was too little or too much, for his share, and in the 
settlement of these estates, this principle was adopted, showing a 
strong sense and desire of right and justice. 

Besides the three or four houses, as the case may be, built by 
Dea. John and his great-grandfather, Thomas Whitman, other mem- 
bers of this Whitman family built at least six other houses on this 
Whitman neck of land previous to 1800 ; and this whole tract of land 
continued to be owned and occupied in the Whitman name, without 
any break, for over one hundred and fifty years. And now there are a 
dozen or more dwelling-houses on this land, but no person of the 
Whitman name or blood now owning or living upon these premises, 
except Ezekiel Whitman, son of Freedom Whitman.
